Wabash Employees Say: They'l 
Soon Be Reduced to It 


Scathing Arraignment of President 
Ramsey Made by Chairman Hop- 
kins, of The Order of Con- 
ductors—Injunction 
To Be Fought. 


_— 


March 7.—Counsel for the 
firemen and trainmen of the Wabash 
railroad spent today in preparing the 
answer to the writ of injunction secured 
by President Ramsey. * This answer prob- 
ably will not be finished before Tuesday. 

President Ramsey said tonight that 
pending the final decision of the court 
on the injunction, he was willing to meet 
the men regarding any matters con- 
nected with the question at issue between 
the company and its employees regardless 
of the injunction. If the injunction ts 
dissolved and a strike is ordered there 
will be nothing left but to fill or endeavor 
to fill all places made vacant by strikers, 
says President Ramsey. 

John Hopkins, chairman of the genéral 
committee, order of railway conductors, 
has made a written statement detailing 
the grievances held by the Wabash em: 
ployees. He says that the real grievance 
is not a case of wages, but is a violation 
of the old schedule, His statement fol: 
lows: 

“The real grievance {is not a case of 
wages. A violation of the old schedule js 
one of the causes of complaint, This is 
done by the company putting on pre- 
ferred runs with regular crews that ge: 
a monthly salary. This cuts the pay for 
brakeémen from 2 cents to about 1 1-4 cents

FOR MASSENDERU 


Treasurer of Bi0D County Found 
Cold in Death, 


Heart Failure Assigned as Cause of 
Demise—Charies B. Massenberg 
Was Confederate Veteran. 
Distinguished Soldier 
and Citizen.

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., March 7.—(Special.)—Hon. 
Charlies B. Massenberg, treasurer of Bibb 
county, was found dead upon the floor 
in his room on Second street between 
Mulberry and Walnut this evening short- 
ly after 6 o'clock. . 

The discovery was made by Captain 
Robert Anderson, a lifelong friend and a 
companion in arms with Mr. Massenberg 
during the late civil war. 

The door was locked and there was no 
response. Captain Anderson secuged an 
| extra key to the door and entered the 
' room. By the flash of a match he ob- 
/ served his old friend prone upon the 
floor. Captain Wilcox, city engineer, 
was called ‘in, and both old veterans 
found their companion of the dark days 
of the sixties lifeless. 

One of them hurried for a physician, 
while the other stood guard over the 
breathless form of the man with whom 
they had warmed at many a camp fire. 
Dr. Clark's certificate gave heart failure 
as the cause of death. 

So far no funeral arrangements have 
been made because of nonresident 
brothers and sisters who desires will be 
consulted. 

Mr. Massenberg was 60 years old and 
unmarried. He was a native of Virginia 
and came to Macon in 1861, two months 
before the war between the states. 

He enlisted in the confederate army 
and made one of the most valiant sol- 
diers who followed Jackson, Longstreet 
and Lee. He followed General Bee to 
death at the first battle of Manasas, 
where he himself was badly wounded. As 
soon as he was physically able Mr. Mas- 
senberg returned to the front and at 
Knoxville lost an arm. 

He is survived by three brothers, Cap- 
tain T. L. Massenberg, city clerk of Ma- 
con; Dr. R. C. Massenberg. of Baltimore, 
and Captain William A. Massenberg, of 
Anniston, Ala., and two sisters, Mrs. 
Mattie —eduingfielad and Mrs. Mollie Rice, 
both of Macon. 

He was an uncle of Reb Massenberg, 
of the board of aldermen.

This morning Passmore, one of his pals, 
was seen by Marshal Campbell, and was 
piaced under arrest. The negro appeafed 
to submit readily, but seized what he 
thought was an auspicious moment, and 
Srabbed at the offlcer’s pistol, with the 
intention, no doubt, of s o ting him. The 
officer was too quick for him, and the 
negro struck him in the stomach and 
Started to run. AS he did so the officer 
Shot him three times with his pistol, kill- 
ing him. An inquest was held, and the 
verdict of the jury was that the shooting 
was justifiable.

State Bonds Not Taxable. 

At the request of Comptroller General 
William A. Wright, Attorney General 
John CC. Hart has just rendered an 
opinion on the question as to whether 
state bonds are taxable. Judge Hart 
take the contrary view to that given by 
Former Attorney General Boykin Wright 
and holds that tax can be collected 
on the bonds issued by the state. 

Attorney General Wright did not render 
opinion the subject, but in- 
clined to the view in the letter he wrote 
in reply to the comptroller general that 
state, county and municipal bonds should 
be returned for taxation. At the same 
time he did not believe it had ever been 
the intention of the legislature or the 
framers of the constitution that a tax 
should be levied on the bonds issued by 
the state. 

Judge Hart, in reaching a _ contrary 
view, states that the present outstanding 
State bonds were issued largely to re- 
fund bond issues in existence before the 
adoption of the present constitution, and 
that Georgia saved a large amount of 
money. by being able to issue new bonds 
at a lower rate of interest to pay off 
the old debt. In each of the acts issuing 
new to take up old ones, except 
in the of 1895, appears the following 
Statement: “Be it further enacted, That 
all bonds, whether coupon or registered 
bonds,,issued under the provisions of this 
act. shall exempt from all taxation 
by or under the authority of this state 
or any municipal, county or other author- 
ity whatsoever.’’ The legislature, thus 
committed the state, Judge Hart says, 
and advertised this exemption when the 
bonds were offered for sale. The pur- 
chasers bought the bonds with faith in 
this declaration. Thus, Judge Hart says, 
it will be seen that the legislative branch 
of the government is committéd on this 
proposition.

James M. Henderson, president of the 
Morris Brown college, colored, a well 
known negro educator, takes practically 
the same view of the situation as does 
former Governor Northen.

Pius IX. In the event of Leo's death 
Oreglia would officiate during the in- 
terim until the nomination of the new 
pope. Leo held this position in 1878 after 
the death of Pius IX. Despite the can- 
didacy of Vannutelli Gotti, prefect of the 
propaganda; of Archbishop Svampa, of 
Bologna, and of Rampolla, churchmen 
regard Oregliia as the logical successor 
of Leo. He is very old and could not 
ocupy the throne long. He would fre- 
ceive all the votes of the consistory. 

The chief candidates today are Oreglia 
Rampolla. In Rampolla 
would recelve the greatest number of 
votes on the first ballot. but as it would 
be difficult for him to get the necessary 
two-thrids-vete-he would assuredly with- 
draw tn favor of Oregha, who would then 
be elected unanimously. Rampolla, in the 
course of a few years, would then be 
boi@id to succeed Oreglia. The consig- 
tory is deferred until May, the postpone- 
ment being rendered necessary Owipg to 
the trouble about the recognition of the 
French bishops,

Putting the 
stolen cotton on the stolen wagon, he 
drove the stolen mule toward Atlanta. 
Sheriff Sowell says the negro was seen 
by a number of people who never drehm- 
ed that his whole outfit Was stoien. 

“T have talked with several farmers,”’ 
stated Sheriff Sowell to the police last 
night, ‘‘and they said the negro was driv- 
ing leisurely along the public roads, not 
taking any trouble to keep out of the 
way. The very boldness of the theft 
enabled the thief to escape. T have every 
reason to believe that Benton is in At- 
lanta an@ he may have sold the cotton, 
the wagon and the mule in this city. We 
have had lots of thieves from first to last 
in Henry county, but this Atlanta negro 
has beat them all for audacity. The peo- 
ple from whom he stole can ill afford to 
lose either cotton, mule or wagon, and 1 
gincerely trust he will be arrested and 
the stolen articles recovered. [will give 
$10 reward for the thief.”

National Guard Bill Ratified—Arm- 
field To Be Brigadier General in 
Command—Democrats Will

Towns. 


Raleigh, N.C.,March 7.—(Special.)—State 
Geologist Joseph A. Holmes has leave of 
the board of agriculture to be one of the 
St. Louis exposition officials until the end 
of the exposition. The exposition authori- 
ties also desire to secure the services of 
Thomas K. Bruner, the secretary of the 
board of agriculture, until the exposi- 
tion ends. No two men in ak the south 
know more about exposition work than 
these two, both of whom have done so 
much for North Carolina along this line. 

The bill creating the North Carolina Na- 
tional Guard, which. was ratified today, 
provides for the appointment of a briga- 
dier general to command the entire force. 
Joseph F. Armfield, of Statesville, for a 
number of years colonel of the first regi- 
ment will be commissioned brigadier 
general. He served with marked ability 
during the war with Spain as colonel of 
the same regiment, was in Genera] Lee’s 
corps and during most of the stay in 
Cuba was acting brigadier general. 

While a Seaboard Air Line passenger 
train was on its way here from Norfolk 
yesterday afternoon Engineer M. G. 
Diggs was struck in the fact by a piece 
of timber projecting from a freight train 
and was seriously injured. He was lean- 
ing from the cab, and his train was mov- 
ing 650 miles an hour. Conductor Cain 
immediately went in the engine and ran 
it 12 miles, until he could find another 
engineer. 

Democrats Get Control. 

The legislature has passed a bill which 
will give the democrats entire control of 
the government of towns which are now 
republican, the bill giving the county elec- 
tion board power to appoint registrars and 
election Officers. Jt applies only to re- 
publican counties. The/introducer of tha 
bill, which was ratified today, says there 
are about twenty republican towns in 
the state. 

Major Baxter R, Hunter, of Kings 
mountain, is detailed by the adjutant 
general as a member of the staff of Ad- 
jutant General Cokbin, U. S. A., at the 
opening of the St; Pyouis exposition, April 
3Y), 

State Auditor Dixon thinks there wil! 
be at least 20 per cent increase in valua- 
tion of property .in the state this year on 
the new assessment. Estimate of the 
State treasurer agrees very closely with 
this. The assessment is to be made July 
1, when for the first time railway fran- 
chises will ba assessed. 

Insurance Commissioner Young says 
that while up to a very recent period 
three-fourths of the cotton mills in this 
State were insured in what are known ag 
the ‘Mill Mutuals,’ now less than one- 
fourth are so insured. A Dill today passed 
the legislature allowing cotton mills to 
insure in the Mill Mutual upon paying 
taxes and complying with the state law. 

There have been for a number of years 
seven negro state normal schools. Two 
years ago the late Dr. J. L. M. Curry 
recommended that these be consolidated 
into three schools, and today a bill was 
passed which brings this about. 

It appears to be the current belief now 
that the legislature will adjourn Tues- 
day. The session has In the main been 
uninteresting, but yet has drawn more 
people than any one previous. The liquor 
and anti-liquor section of the body are 
at cross purposes, and each is making 
threats. 

The soldiers home here is to be enlarged 
by the fitting up of rooms on the second 
floor of the new dormitory. The cot- 
tages, of which there are eight, are also 
to be improved. 

It is a matter of general remark that 
this legislature has passed more bills 
chartering railways than any previous 
one, over twenty railways having 
thus far been incorporated. Several of 
these appear to be aiming at con- 
nections with, the g-eat cval field region 
of Tennessee and West Virginia. 
State decides to sell none of its roads. I+ 
has a controling interest in two which 
form a line across the finest portion .f 
the state. 

One of the questions being asked is 
whether the 3 per cent ten year bonds 
which the state has decided to issue can 
be sold at par? It is asserted by soma 
that it is doubtful, but others contena 
that there will be no trouble in making 
the sale.

An Interesting Paper on Consumption 


Read Before the Tuberculésis Congress—Glowing Tribute to Prof. 


Hoff’s Consumption Cure. 


By DR. CARLETON SIMON.

It affords me considerable pleasure to 
present the case of Frederick Hammann 
to this congress, not alone because this 
young man has been snmatched from an 
early grave, but as well to record the 
fact that he owes liis salvation to the 
noble and philanthropic nature of MR. 
WILLIAM R. HEARST, OF THE NEW 
YORK AMERICAN AND JOURNAL, It 
is now some months since Mr. Wiliam 
R. Hearst noted the various good reports 
elven from time to time in the various 
Etropean medica] journals of the treat- 
ment for tuberculosis, as prescribed by 
Dr. Adolf Hoff, of Vienna, and he re- 


solved to send a patient to him to test | 


this treatment, to hold out to the thou- 
sands of sufferers a ray of sunshine toa 
dissipate the gloom, and to present to 4 
suffering mass of humainty a cure. 

The firet object was to procure a suit- 
able patient, one being in the incipient 
stage. Numerous agents sought all over 
New York city for a case that was typl- 
cal, and at last one was procured from 
DR. DANIEI, COOK. in the nerson of 
Frederick Hammann, 22 vears of age. and 
the eldest son of pe respectable, hard- 
working familv. About six vears ago 
previous he was attacked with pleurisy. 
followed later with bronchitis, leaving 
him in a debilitated condition. He was 
ambitious and returned to work as soon 
as possible. His earnings meant much to 
the familv. He attributed his weakness 
to malaria, his cough to a cold. and his 
high temperture and rapidly beating heart 
to the fact that he was tired. Like thou- 
sands working in factories and stores, 
working on doggedly until the end. there 
came a time when he could work n® 
more. Dr. Daniel Cook was then called 
in, and after makine «a hacteriological ex- 
amination and eareful physical tests. pro- 
nounced the case one of tuberculosis. 
His record case book gives the following’ 

“Frederick Hammann. age 22: height. 5 
feet 6 inches: weirzht. 117 pounds: blue- 
eved, pale complextoned: orcunation 
clerk: came tn me for examination andl 
treatment on Sentember 21. 1900. He com- 
plianed of couch and pains under right 
Scapular and had fever: hel lost flesh 
pnd streneth for three or four weeks, buf 
had neglected his cordition because he 
had been ill the previous summer with 
malaria. and he saw no cause in his mind 
for alarm. Pattient gives no familv his- 
tory of consumption. An examination of 
the -lunes revealed subcrenitant rates 
over both lungs, the harsh breething 
Over large snares. due to conenlidation 
around bronchial tubes, irdieated general 
tubercular infiltration, which was veri- 
fied by microseonial examination. Tem- 
perature 99 1-9 F.. pulse &&, chest measc- 
urment 2° 1-2 Inches expiration. and %4 
inches full inspiration.”

A specimen of the patient’s sputum was 
sent to Dr. Maurice F. Schlesinger, of 
New York city, for bacteriological ex- 
amination, who promtly returned the re- 
port of the presence of large quantities 
of tubercle bacilli, five to eight in each 
microscopic field. 

Another specimen was sent to the DE- 
PARTMENT OF HEALTH, of New York 
city, and in their laboratory report, No. 
4911, testified to the finding of tubercule 
bacilli and diagnosed the case one of pul- 
monary tuberculosis. 

The patient was then taken to the Van- 
Cerbilt clinic. New York city, and after 
very careful examination was found to be 
suffering from incipient tuberculosis. Thiz 
diagnosis was based upon the fact that 
percussion showed a diminution of reson- 
ance and ‘a rise in pitch at the right apex 
anterforly, while osculation of the same 
place showed harsh inspiration, prolonged 
expiration and the presence of some few 
rales, heard after a spell of coughing. 
with presence of tubercle bacilli. 

The patient was then taken to DR. J. 
MOUNT .BLEYER, of New York city, 
who made a physical and X-ray fluoro- 
Fcopic examinetion, declaring that there 
was a slight haziness at the apex of the 
lung. From all the facts gathered. wita 
the history, a bacteriological, laryngeolo- 
gical and physical examination of the 
case, he pronounced it to be one of tuber- 
“losis. He found the temperature to be 
99 degrees F., pulse &4, respiration 2%. and 
ee traces of an early pleuretic at- 
ack. 

DR. HENRY P. LOOMIS, of New York 
city, who next examined the patient, 
found that the sputum contained tubercle 
acilli. and declared the patient suffering 
from pulmonary. tuberculosis. 

‘There was no examination made that 
did not declare the patient suffering from 
tuberculosis. The New York Journal. be- 
ing satisfied that there was no question 
of the character of the malady and the 
correct diagnosis, the patient was placed 
aboard a steamer and sent to Dr. Adolf 
Hoff, in Vienna, for treatment.

Dr. Hoff, receiving the patient on De- 
cember 26, 1900, made a careful examina- 
ee and in his report stated the follow- 
ng: 


‘The so-called phthisical habit is emi- 
nent apparent. Hiis eye, his small, slen- 
der, pale face, in connection with the cir- 
cumstantia]l redness of the cheek-bone, 
his stooping carriage, his narrow and al- 
most sunken chest, and last, but not 
least, the apparent’ indifference with 
which he contemplates his suffering, fui- 
ly confirm the opinion, even before a real 
examination, that the patient is afflicted 
with the suspected disease. I observe fat- 
tv excrescences from the glands in the 
neck. His chest is extremely flat. The 
depressions above the collar-bones are 
singularly marked. The breathing is ap- 
parently done from both lobes of the lung. 
in breathing, the depression above the 
right collar bone does not fill out so well 
as the one on the left side. There -8 
nothing abnormal in the back, except that 
the shoulder blades stand rather away 
from the vertebral column. The hollow- 
ness of sound on the right side above the 
shoulder blade from percussion }S of 
greater area than on the left side, whic: 
corresponds to the examination as to 
the collar bone. There is a pronounced 
rattling sound in the breathing observec 
in listening at the colbar bone ana he- 
tween the shoulder blades. Temperature 
97.6 Celsius. I judge not alone from what 
the patient tells me, but from my own 
findings, that he has not had a hemorrh- 
age for six weeks. The ailment 1s chiefly 
confined to the apex of the right lung.

“On January 1, 1901, I injected spu- 
tum from the patient into six guinea 
pigs. They at once begin to show symp- 
toms of tuberculosis. One of the six 
died at the end of the twelfth day, and 
all of them died of acute tuberculosis 
before January 20th, which proved to me 
that the bacilli in Hammann’s sputum 
were of extraordinary virulence.”

given for a few weeks, and then reduced 
weekly by two drops until six drops were 
reacvhed. After this a rest of eight days 
wae given, and the treatment 
again as before. An adjunct mixture wa4 
at times added to reduce the cough, and 
when combined with the arsenious acid 
did not seem to irritate the stomach. 

With the medicine the patient had dailv 
applications of cold packs, with subse- 
quent rubbing of the chest and back after 
careful drying. Before retiring to bed 2% 
woolen jacket without sleeves was im- 
mersed in cold water. and put on next to 
the skin, the night shirt over this, and al- 
lowed to remain on throughout the night. 
In the morning this tacket was removed 
and the patient was thoroughly rubbed 
down with cold water, then dried and al- 
lowed to dress.

At the end of the first week of treat- 
ment the patient’s weight rose from 117 
to 125 pounds, breathing difficulties of 
which he complained previously had dis- 
appeared, there was freedom from night 
sweats and fever. The appetite had im- 
proved, and his general condition seemed 
much better. At the end of the fourth 
week the slight cough was the only ob- 
jective’ symptom, the patient having 
gained eight pounds. Seven weeks after 
the patient had entered upon the treat- 
ment under Hoff'’s direction, coughing had 
disappeared, there were no external man- 
ifestations of the disease, the phthisical 
look had disappeared, the appetite of the 
patient was excellent, there were no 
more troublesome night-sweats, and upon 
examination no physical evidences of any 
active pulmonary trouble. Temperature 
being normal, and percussion right and 
left lung being without any noticeable 
difference, that is. showing no percepti- 
ble trouble over the right apex of the 
lung. In 
amination of his sputum and the injec- 
tion of the bacilli into guinea pigs when 
entering upon treatment, remains the 
fact that before leaving Vienna there 
were no bacteriological evidences of tu- 
berculosis. nor did guinea-pigs show any 
signs of infection after having some of 
the patient’s sputum injected into them. 
‘athe cough had entirely disappeared and 
no sputum was obtainable except in the 
morning after awakening.

There has risen in Vienna a prodigy of 
a new sort—not musical this time, but a 
5-year-old child who seems to have been 
‘born master of the intricate game of 
chess. 

Just five years ago Bernard Falk, the 
apothecary of Stanisliau, a village in Ga- 
licia, became the father of a son. It was 
the father’s wont to play chess daily at 
home with old friends, and as soon as the 
little boy, who had been christened Dolo, 
could walk he used to sit on his father’s 
knee watching the game. 

At 4 little Dolo knew all of the moves 
as well as his father, and one day he was 
allowed to play a game unassisted. The 
child played and lost, but in such a man- 
ner as to show that his infant brain had 
already grasped the rudiments of the 
game. Day by day Dolo improved, beat- 
ing not only his father and his friends, 
but also old véterans of the great game 
from far and Near, until the 5-year-old 
child was acknowledged the chess cham- 
pion of the neighborhood, when he was 
taken to Vienna to astonish the recog- 
nized masters of the game—in which he 
seems to have succeeded. 

He is big for his age, plump and rosy, 
looking just as other healthy and normal 
children. There is absolutely no external 
indication of this extraordinary brain de- 
velopment, which is so often obtained at 
the expense of somé physical disadvan- 
tage.

Not only in England, but in Russia the 
press is warning the government to keep 
an eye on the kaiser. A late issue of the 
influential Novoe Vremya defines the sit- 
uation thus: 

Germany, who a quarter of a century 
ago said she was quite indifferent to the 
Balkania peninsula, is at the present mo- 
ment the most active political agent at 
Constantinople. England is occupied not 
only with the fate of the Dardenelles, but 
also with Egypt and Asia Minor, where 
the Germans are beginning to play a 
leading role. Russia has now other 
friends and other rivals. In this new 
position it is mecessary for her to con- 
sider matters.’’ 

It is quite apparent here that Russia 
ig “considering matters,’ and is _ pre- 
pared to be deeply disappointed if the 
Macedonian pretext turns out too weak 
to enable her to swoop down on Constan- 
tinople. Her hand is geen in their organi- 
zation of the Macedonian Revolutionary 
League. z 

For purposes of administration Mace- 


donia is divided into 80 districts. Every 
district group consists of eight members— 
ail fanatics sworn to serve the cause. 
Thus there are 6,400 active agents, mostly 
of Bulgarian birth, who serve to organ- 
ize the revolution and who would officer 
the insurgents in case of a rising. 

At present the agents propagate the 
doctrines of the society, and are engaged 
in the smuggling into Turkey of arms, 
which they distribute among the disaf- 
fected population. Another part of thei» 
duty 1s to affect the assassination of spies 
and tyrannical Turkish officials. They 
also murder those of their own country- 
men who refuse to contribute to the 
cause. 

Their power is so great that they com- 
pietely terrorize the Christian inhabit- 
ints of European Turkey. 

If anything is calculated to stir up the 
sultan the operations of this league ought 
to do so. And Russia’s ear is open and 
eager for Bulgaria's cry for help. 


The melancholy honeymoon of an ese 
teemed citizen of Berlin {s now being 
held up as a warning to prospective Ger- 
man bridegrooms not to look upon pretty 
French girls of unknown antecedents. 

A merchant named Wachsberg started 
for Vienna with his newly wedded wife 
to spend the honeymoon. At one of the 
Stations a smart young man got in, and 
immediately began a lively conversation 
with the young bride in French—a lan- 
guage unfamiliar to the bridegroom.

YANKEE WELCOME 


Belgian King Years for 
American Dollars, 


Would Like To Visit This Country 
To Get Them, but Fears Being 
Snubbed — Money Needed 
To Finance Chinese Col- 
ony Scheme. 


Special Cable—Copyright, 1903. 

Brussels, March 7.—Contradictory dis- 
patches concerning King Leopold's in- 
tended visit to the United States are due 
to his majesty’s desire to find out be- 
forehand what kind of a reception he 
may expect. True, Colonel Watterson’s 
recent description of him as “his nasti- 
ness’’ gave Leopold small encouragement; 
but there being great financial interests 
at stake he may be persuaded to over- 
look the remark if the American press 
confines its criticism to his moral char- 
acter hereafter. 

Wants American Money. 

His majesty wants American dollars 
and wants them badly for his Belgian- 
Chinese Commercial Society, falsely rep- 
resented as a colony. Belgium having 
acquired no sovereignty or even leasehold 
of the territory occupied, possession is 
out of the question. The society's ‘‘set- 
tlement’’ is situated opposite German 
Kiautschow and controls 3,300 feet river 
front on the Peiho. 

All the negotiations were conducted by 
the German ambassador at the court of 
Pekin, and Germany seems to dominate 
the whole scheme, for the German Shan- 
tung railway and its bridge across the 
Peiho are placed at the service of the 
Belgian society. 

Has Kaiser a HandP 

Our financiers think that the Kkalser, 
being unable to raise money for his own 
colonies, deputized King Leopold, who 
made a success of the Congo state—prin- 
cipally by murdering and enslaving its 
inhabitants—to take up the commercial 
end of Kiautschow, for which he gives 
him a rake-off on the proceeds. 

The Belgians are rather sanguine as to 
the success of the combination, but fear- 
ing the German partner, prefer to let 
the United States do the financiering. If 
I.eopold should come to the United States 
to sell stock, the chances are he will 
unload quite a lot of it, for he is a ready 
talker and very fascinating if he has a 
mind to. 

If, however, the agitation against ‘‘his 
nastiness’ is kept up, Leopold may con- 
fine himself to capturing dollars in Eu- 
rope, viz., from the American million- 
aires that will soon start for Paris, Lon- 
don, Ostende and Spa. Leopold has a 
vacht or two, and will go in for enter- 
taining on a large scale if it must be,

Budapest, March 7.—Dispatches from 
Malaczka, near the Austrian frontier, re- 
port on the sacrifice of seven, or more, 
human lives to keep up a gypsy tribe's 
menagerie. Two wood cutters noticing 
that a gypsy tribe with eight dancing 
bears entered the forest where they 
worked fied for safety. One climbed into 
the branches of a tree and concealed him- 
self, but the other was caught by the 
gypsies, who immediately removed the 
bears’ muzzles and allowed them to tear 
the man to pieces. When the body waa 
devoured, the brutes were muzzled anew 
and the gypsies made them do a dance, 
in which the bears engaged with appar- 
ent gusto. Then the party took to the 
road again, and the wood cutter slid from 
the tree and ran to the nearest village 
where he gave the alarm. A detachment 
of horse gendarmes happening to be stop- 
ping at the inn, took up the pursuit and 
caught the gypsies within an hous. While 
the men were held, one of the Ts was 
shot, and portions of human fi@gh, bone 
and hair were found in his stom&éh. The 
gendarmes then killed the othe seven 
bears and made the same horrifying dis- 
covery. Thereupon several of the gypsies 
were taken back over the route they had 
traveled, and it was found that six chil- 
dren were missing in as many Hungarian 
villages through which they have passed. 

One of the gypsies was persuaded to 
turn state's evidence and confessed that 
the children had been abducted to serve 
2s food for the bears, which the band 
was unable to keep alive otherwise, I¢ 
is feared that such has been the prac- 
tice of the gypsies for a long period, 
which would explain the many cases of 
absolute disappearance of children. 

The Austrian government lately put the 
institution of dancing bears on the index 
and kills all such animals found on Aus- 
trian soil. The Hungarian government 
will now frame a law to the same effect.

IN DRINKING FOUNTAIN 
CHILDREN MET DEATH 

Stuttgart, March 7.—Professor Demms 
published the result of twelve years’ ob- 
servations concerning ten drinking fam- 
ilies and as many temperance families of 
the same social and economical status. 

The drinking fami'ies had 57 children, 
25 of which died before they were six 
weeks old. Among the rest were six 
idiots, five very much stunted in growtf, 
five suffering from epilepsy. Only ten of 
the children showed normal physical and 
mental development. 

The ten temperance families had 61 
children, of which five died before reach- 
ing the age of six weeks; four suffered 
from nervousness in their youth, and twe 
seemed to be victims of hereditary nerv- 
ous diseases.

A great deal has been said in admin- 
about the alleged 
“anti-trust’’ legislation enacted by the 
last congress. This, accordjng to the 
authorized statement given out by the 
attorney general in behalf of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, entirely met the re- 
quirements of the situation as viewed 
from the administration standpoint. 
The president himself had done a 
good deal of talking about the neces- 
sity for stringest anti-trust laws; 
when, however, it came to the test he 
not only laid down to the senate lead- 
ers, but after swallowing the dose they 
had prepared for him he cried out that 
it was exactly what he wanted. 

This “anti-trust” legislation consist- 
ed of a provision to expedite the trial 
of certain suits, a’bill pretending to 
strike at the rebate evil, and the pub- 
licity provision of the department of 
commerce and labor bill. This combi- 
nation, according to President Roose- 
velt and the republican leaders, em- 
bodied all that was necessary in anti- 
trust legislation. The administration 
heralded the enactment of this legis- 
lation an an “administration victory” 
and was both eager and anxious to be 
judged by it. 

But what does that eminent repub- 
lican leader, Senator Quay, of Penn- 
sylvania, think of this administration 
anti-trust programme? 

Actions speak louder than words. 
Senator Quay was unwilling to vote 
upon the rejected Littlefield bill be- 
cause he recognized in that some de- 
gree of real anti-trust legislation. 
But when the different features of this 
administration programme were be- 
fore the senate for its consideration, 
senator Quay saw no occasion what- 
soever to seek to be excused from vot- 
ing upon them. He recognized that 
they meant nothing whatsover; that 
they did nt really affect the trusts in 
the least. Realizing this, he cast his 
vote for these measures without a sin- 
gle qualm of conscience. 

The administration anti-trust pro- 
gromme has been stamped by Senator 
Quay as innocent and innocuous, one 
which will not in the least injure the 
trusts. The country will doubtless ac- 
cept the Quay estimate of this much- 
vaunted “anti-trust” legislation.

for a similar bureau in the British gov- 
The London Chamber of 
Commerce Journal, which is the offi- 
cial organ of the London chamber of 
commerce, notes the growth of this 
demand and considers it significant 
of the commercial struggle between 
leading nations due to the rivalry for 
control of the world’s markets. 

The opinion was for a long time held 
in Great Britain as it has been held 
in this country that the best way to 
assist trade was to leave it alone, re- 
lying upon the foresight, skill and en- 
ergy of merchants and manufacturers 
to maintain England's position in the 
world’s markets. The Journal notes 
that latterly the tendency has been 
growing to direct the attention of par- 
liament to commercial matters and 
there is a much more general demand 
that the government give more direct 
attention and assistance to the exten- 
Sion of trade. The feeling is growing 
that commercial questions should re- 
ceive the attention of a minister with 
full cabinet rank, preferably a_busi- 
ness man, whose duty should be to 
watch gver, foster and support the in- 
dustrial interests of the country. 
This Journal, which speaks evidently 
for the largest business interests of 
Great Britain, points to the action of 
the United States in creating its new 
department of commerce and labor 
and says that Great Britain cannot af- 
ford to lag behind. 

Several British chambers of com- 
merce have alréady expressed them- 
selves by formal resolutions in favor 
of the proposal. At the annual meet- 
ing of the Associated Chambers of 
Commerce, which will be held this 
month, resolutions in favor of the ad- 
dition to the government of a minister 
of commerce will be supported by the 
delegations representing London and 
other commercial cities. In explain- 
ing the position of these advocates of 
a change, The Journal says: 

Those who ask for the appointment of 
a minister of cemmerce do not do so in 
any spirit of complaint or animosity 
against the board of trade, but because 
they believe that the interests of the 
country would be best served by the 
establishment of the desired ministry. 
Shere is no inclination te disparage the 
g00d work performed by the department. 
which has rendered greag services to con- 
merce. Few people are aware of the 
varied duties entrusted to the eare of the 
board cf trade; but, if mention is made 
of some of the most important, such as 
the regulation and control of shipping, 
fisheries and harbors, Jabor and aprbitra- 
tion in labor disputes, the safeguarding 
of the pulic interest in regard to rai!- 
ways, the conduct of barkruptey laws, 
the collection and dissemination of par- 
ticulars as to tariff alterations and other 
commercial information, some Idea will 
be gained of the magnitude of the inter- 
ests with which it deals. And yet the 
department which has charge of all] these 
important commercial matters is not on 
aon equality with other government de- 
partments like the home office and the 
foreign office, head only receiving a 
remuneration amounting to about two- 
fifths of that of a principai secretary of 
state. What is wanted for commerce is 
a department which shall be in a position 
to give its undiviced attention to the 
furtherance of commercial interests only, 
so that the distinction between a board 
of trade as now existing and a ministry 
of commerce, as proposed, is not a mere 
maiter of words, but constitutes a vital 
difference in principle. 

Continuing, this organ of London 
business men says it will not do for 
the British government to lose sight 
of the fact that Great Britain is now 
at a period of intense rivalry in trade, 
her merchants and manufacturers be- 
ing face to face with the keenest com- 
petition that has ever been known, 
and a competition that is growing 
greater daily. “Is it not remarkable,” 
The journal asks, “in view of the 
magnitude of the interests involved, 
that the United Kingdom—the great 
est manufacturing and commercial 
nation in the world—has not in its 
cabinet a minister of commerce? In 
the United States, which may be look- 
ed upon as our most formidable com- 
petitor, and whose people are Keenly 
alive to the necessities of modern 
commerce, the need for such a minis- 
ter has already been fully recognized. 
Surely Great Britain cannot afford to 
lag behind.”

New York, March 7.~The address made 


here the other day by Carroll D. 
Wright, United States labor commission- 
er, in which he urged greater industrial 
freedom for the women, even if this

Of course the newspapers said hard 
things about Wright in consequence. 

But did he stand for it? Not a bit. The 
very next day he dismissed the new ap- 
pointee and sent out over the country a 
list of those who had recommended him. 
Since then, they say, men of influence 
have been careful about their recommen- 
dations to that department, 


Another Wright anecdote is told to 
fllustrate his sometimes humorsome

In one year, 
it is said, he substituted peonage 
charges in about 10,000 cases, and, as the 
government fee in each case was $25, his 
personal return was not far from a quar- 
ter of a million dollars.

He 
is really a young man, being at least two 
years under forty, and perhaps more. He 
came here from Vermont when only 21, 
became a reporter at once, and, at 26, was 
managing editor of the paper he was 
connected with. The job broke his health 
temporarily, and that led to his forming a 
partnership, along certain lines, with Wil- 
liam C. Whitney. Now, at 38, he ts editor 
of the oldest American Review, Harper's 
Magazine, Harper's Weekly and Harper's 
Bazar, besides publishing The Dally 
Telegraph (devoted to sports and the 
drama), the Metropolitan Magazine and 
some other periodicals which he hasn't 
had in hand long enough as yet to make 
their classification on the merit basis 
possible.

MAKE KILLINGS 


Qld Game Being Worked on Ameri- 
can Tracks, 


TURF OFFICIALS FOOLED 


John J. Ryan Makes Confession, 
Telling of Actions of Board of 
Racing Crooks—Ryan Wants 
To Be Reinstated to 
Big Tracks.

Lexington, Ky., March 7.—(Special.)— 
When Tanner masquerading as Polk 
Badget flashed down the stretch ten 
lengths in frant at Latonia just ten years 
ago last fall and the greatest turf Scan- 
dal Knqwn since the days of Running 
Rein in Orlando's derby was unearthed, 
the safeguards later put around races on 
the running turf led to the belief that, 
as in England, the days of the ringers 
was at an end in this country. It is, 
therefore, most sensational news to learn 
that the wise heads in control of the lead- 
ing race tracks have been as the song 
goes, ‘too well satisfied with life,’’ and in 
their ease and contentment the most ex- 
tensive organization of racing crooks 
known to the turf have for Several years 
been .operating ringers on a majority of 
the big tracks of the country. This de- 
nouement has come out through a letter 
written by John R. Ryan to a prominent 
St. Louis racing official in which was in- 
closed photographs of a majority of the 
racing crooks interested in the business 
the chief operators of the outlaw clan. 
Ryan furnished these pictures and all in- 
formation to square himself, but the fact 
being so evident that he was the ring- 
leader of the combination the state's ev!i- 
dence he furnished has so far not availed 
in getting him restored in faver On the 
big tracks. He is still an outlaw and is 
so regarded by the Western Jockey Club, 
which organization has taken an oath 
that he shall never be reinstated. The 
part, according to ws own confession, 
which he has played in the ringing of 
horses jis sufficient to bar him forever 
from legitimate race tracks, to say noth- 
ing of his Newport, outlaw racing plant, 
which put a finishing touch to his career 
as a brigand of the turf. With the pic- 
tures he sent to the St. Louis racing offi- 
cial was the following letter, which by 
some means fell in the wrong hands and 
its sensational contents are now made 
public for the first time: 

“Dear Sir: I send you this picture. It 
consists of a group of tough race horse 
fellows excepting Nos. 2 and 3. Of course, 
I will have to except No. 8, as it is my- 
self, and as the fellow says, present com- 
pany aiways excepted. Well, this is a pic- 
ture and it wet together a lot and it will 
prove of great use to you if you will 
study the faces and you will surely have 
some of them to come in contact with, 
and there ain’t a chance for you to make 
any mistake. Now, I will give you a key 
of names to the. picture. 

The numbers I underline are smart fel- 
lows at ringing and have gotten away 
with number of ringings 
positively they were never caught. 
James UWnderwood, the owner of Gov- 
ernor Griggs. No. 6, name never known 
only as Acqueduct, he is the fellow that 
has charge of Governor Griggs and was 
to ‘make the stand at St. Louis. No. 6, 
John McChessney, the man that sold 
Taunton to a Mr. Bradbury to take west 
and ring last summer, but don't think he 
was to have anything to do with it only 
be informed when to bet. No. 9, Archie 
Chandler, one that was to be in with the 
ringing of GovVernor™™iggs. No. 10, name 
never known only as Dutch Mich, the 
fellow sold Sidney Bender away from 
the sheriff the next day after he rung 
him as Jersey Boy, and I made a stand 
against it and had the horse nailed after 
he won. No. 7, Tommie Falsey, known as 
Brooklyn Tommie; this is the fellow with 
Medica unless they shift. No. 4 1s A. J. 
King, the secretary at the late Carnegie 
Pittsburg meeting, who ran away with 
all the money he had belonging to the 
association: he used to handle and man- 
age everything. No. 3 is Mr. Frank Baay; 
he is strictly on the level. He was starter 
out here and afterwards judge, and the 
only man I ever found strictly on the 
level with every one out here. No. 2 Is 
Jack White, another one that is on the 
level; you know him, he used to be a big 
bettor and had the horses Chiswick and 
Longbridge out west some five years ago. 
He is all out now, but a thorough sports- 
man and on the level. No. 8 is a bad pic- 
ture of me. I was a little under the 
weather that day. That picture was 
taken some two years ago and is a good 
picture of them all, only me, apd I con- 
sider it will be of great value to you, but 
this code must be in the strictest confi- 
dence. 1 don’t think there fs hardly an- 
other person on earth who could get this 
information of the key or code. Don't 
let a living person see this code; the pic- 
tures don’t matter so much, as no one 
can tell where you got them. Respect- 
fully, JOHN J. RYAN.” 

It is believed much of Ryan's present 
wealth came through these ringing oper- 
ations, as the man who brought this doc- 
ument to Lexington estimates that in the 
last five years tuis confederation cleaned 
up fully half a mollion dollars on the 
turf, 

The making public of the fact that ring- 
ing has been going on so extensively in 
the last five years under the eyes of the 
keenest of racing officials only goes to 
prove that an old game can always be 
played when dressed in new colors, and 
that ringing running horses is by no 
means as yet a lost art in the country. 


POOL ROOMS ORDERED CLOSED. 


Sweeping Edict Issued by Judge at 
Newport, Ky. 


Cincinnati, March 7.~—A sweeping order 
was issued by Judge Hodge in the Camp- 
bell county circuit court at Newport, Ky., 
today, pertaining to pool rooms. In the 
order George Baston and others interest- 
ed in a pool room, known as the Tuxedo 
Garden in that city, are directed to cease 
operating such place or they will be held 
for contempt. This is the room which 
John J. Ryan, of Turf Investment Com- 
pany fame, is said to have been backing 
financially. 

Easton pleaded guilty yesterday to an 
indictment which charged him with 
‘maintaining a nwsance.’”’ At that time 
the county prosecuting attorney suggest- 
ed that Easton and his associates be fined 

The court took the matter of sen- 
tence under advisement and today the 
sweeping order to close up the Tuxedo 
Garden was issued.

Tho belief in Charlestcn’s future Is 
sublime and perhaps the most devoted 
believer is no less a personage than Un- 
cle Sam himself. This doughty old gen- 
tleman’s faith is not as “sounding brass 
or tinkling cymbals,"’ for he obeys the 
biblical injunction and proves it by good 
work. The faith of the United States 
government in Charleston's future is the 
sign that challenges most attention just 
now. The meager reports of the work ot 
the government here that find their wav 
to the public through the A ssociated Press 
give no idea of their magnitude or use- 
fulness. The navy department has now 
in the course of construction at this point 
a naval yard. the ultimate cost of which 
is estimated to be fifteen million dollars. 
Think of what such an 
money means to the local] 
city! Imagine the great 
skilled high salaried artisans this great 
station will add to the population! This 
station. besides embracing two dry docks, 
machine shop and the usual adjuncts of 
such places, will also have a winter sta- 
tion for torpedo boats and a great hos- 
pital, both for the officers and enlisted 
men. On Sullivan's island, the place made 
historic during the war with England. 
where Sergeant Jasper rescued the flag 
and gained imperishable fame, the gov- 
ernment has erected the greatst fortifi- 
cations south of New York, and has 
builded an army post, the most modern 
and extensive of recent construction. 
From the batteries on Sullivan's island 
peep out great guns, whose rangs is 12 
miles, and whose belch would mean death 
to the enemy long before he had reached 
a point dangerous to Charleston. Be- 
neath the Stars and Stripes which now 
float over fateful old Sumter there Is 
another bristling armament of the best 
and latest guns of Uncle Sam. All told, 
when the naval station is completed the 
Tnited States government will have an 
investment of from $20,000,000 to $25,000,000 
within the superb land locked harbor of 
Charleston. Does any one for a moment 
imagine that the government can afford 
to let this port go backwards? Will not 
Uncle Sam protect his great interests 
with zealous care? Think you the chan- 
nel over the bar will be allowed to clog 
or grow shallow? Can you imagine anv 
depreciation in values in this city when 
the great and wealthy government is it- 
self the chief promoter of Charleston's 
prosperity? Hardly! The plans already 
prepared make Uncle Sam himself co- 
guardian with the progressive element of 
the city’s population for the city’s future, 
and it is a combination that is obliged to

Now while Uncle Sam has been show- 
ering bounteous favors on Charleston,

Municipal Administration. 

Charleston is fortunate in always hav- 
ing had high-toned, chivalric business 
men at the helm of her government. The 
present mayor, Hon. J. Adger Smyth, 
graduated at the College of Charleston 
with first honor in 1858 and then entered 
upon a mercantile life. In April, 1862, he 
volunteered in the Washington light in- 
fantry, Company A, Twenty-fifth South 
Carolina volunteers and served until the 
close of the war between the states. Re- 
turning to Charleston in 186 he was en- 
gaged in business as a hardware mer- 
chant until 1873, and since then has been 
in the cotton trade, becoming one of 
the most successful and prominent busi- 
ness men of the city. In 1876 he was a 
member of the state and county demo- 
cratic executive committees. In 1877 he 
was elected alderman and served three 
vears. In December, 1895, he was elected 
mayor for a term of four years and re- 
elected for a second term in 1899. He was 
president of the cotton exchange from 
1990 to 189. Is now president of the 
chamber of commerce and very prom. 
inent in Masonry, having been grand 
master and grand high priest of South 
Carolina and is a thirty-second degree 
Mason.

present administration has been 
with benefits to the city and 
much has been done during the admin- 
istration of the present mayor. Mapy 
new streets have been built and much 
paving done. The tax collections have 
far exceeded any previous administra- 
tion, only 1% mills remaining uncollected. 
To the present administration much of 
the credit of having brought the naval 
station and the artillery post to Charles- 
ton is due, and they have been constant 
in their efforts in regard to deepening 
Charlheston’s channel. This has been 
deepened from 17 feet at the bar, now a 
straight channel running 7 miles to the 
deep Atlantic, and in no place is less than 
a depth of 30 feet at high water, thus 
allowing the ships of the world to re 
ceive safe anchorage at this port. 

After eight years of constant litigation 
and through the assistance of Coundil- 
men Lapham and Rhett they have sue 
ceedeq in furnishing to Charleston a 
great water works system, to be ex- 
celled by no city of its size in the United 
States. They have given better lighting 
facilities, have never owed a dollar, al- 
ways having a surplus to carry over. 

In a talk with the mayor he stated 
that by careful comparison of the United 
States government labor bureau, as 
against ten other cities of the same size 
as Charleston, Charleston’s tax levy per 
capita was less, being 11.23 per capita, 
as against 43.25 at Norfolk and 15.98 at 
Savannah. 

Educational and Religious. 

As an educational center Charleston fs 
foremost in the south. The high school 
of Charleston founded January 22, 1839, 
still occupies the prominent position it 
long held for the preparation of 
for college. From this school, 
pupils are eligible to enter almost any 
institute of learning in the United States. 
The College of Charleston, a heavily en- 
dowed institution, has graduated some 
of the brainiest men of this and previous 
generations. The South Carolina military 
academy or citadel has placed In active 
life some of the best and most celebrated 
men South Carolina has deemed it a 
privilege to honor. 

The Porter military academy, occupyinz 
the building and grounds of the old 
United States arsenal, was founded by 
the Rev. A. Toomer Porter, and has fur- 
nished an education to numberless young 
men who would otherwise have lacked the 
means of obtaining same. 

The medical college of South Carolina 


turns out a large number of accomplished 
young physicians and surgeons on their 
errand of mercy to mankind. 

Besides numerous private schools of 
high grade, Charleston has a full equip- 
ment of public schools, where the best 
rudimentary education in English is avall- 
able to all classes and colors of citizens. 

From a religious standpoint Charleston 
{is particularly well supplied. There are 
handsome and costly churches of every 
denomination which one can hope for 
and the pastors in charge of the various 
churches have become noted for their 
able expound of the!r respective doctrines. 

Charleston’s Sights. 

Visitors to Charleston will be more than 
impressed with its natural beauties. 
First and foremost in the hearts 6f 
Charlestonians is their charming battiry. 
This is a park at the extremity of, the 
perinsula on which Charleston is si i- 
ed. From this point of vantage a superb 
view of the best harbor south of New 
lork cam be obtained, embracing as it 
goes historic Fort Sumter and Castle 
Pinckney and an unobstructed view of 
cld ocean in the distance. 

Within half a mile of the battery is the 
United States custom house, constructed 
of marble, at a cost of $3,000,000, and oc- 
cupying over thirty years in construction. 
This building is one of surpassing beauty, 
and is quoted in treatises on architectire 
as being architecturally perfect, and is 
considered to be one of the finest build- 
ings on this continent. Then Chicora park, 
the site of the United States naval sta- 
tion and dry dock, with its beautiful oaks 
fastooned with moss and the colonial 
home of the Turnbulls. By rail only 2 
miles is Summerville, the world’s great- 
est pineland resort, with its elegant Pine 
Forest inn, where it is at times a most 
difficult matter for guests to obtain a@ 
commodations. 

Across the Cooper river by ferry boat 
to Mount Pleasant, through  BSullivan 
island, where are located the fortifications 
for the defense of Charleston, one is 
transported by electric cars to the Isle 
of Palms, the finest surf-tathing resort 
on the Atlantic:coast.

The most indifferent spectator could not 
fail to feel the pathos of the ‘“‘set aside’’ 
figure, while the most frivolous could 
not escape the ‘‘moral” set forth that per- 
sonal vanity is at best another one of the 
‘useless passions.”’ 

In “Cyrano’’ Mr. Mansfield had a great 
opportunity. The material of which the 
play was fashioned was good affording 
and Rostand’s handling of the material 
was more than masterly—it was a tri- 
umph where art was paramount, and that 
without sacrificing simple human feeling 
to the art. 

Between ‘‘Beau Brummel” and “Cyrano”’ 
there is a sketch of several characteriga- 
tions, some of which were not what the 
public felt it had a right to expect from 
Mr. Mansfield, but no artist can have a 
great play made to order and the clev- 
erest managers cannot make a play suc- 
cessful as a presentation if the general 
public, or at least a considerable rem- 
nant of them, is not inclined to accept it. 

So with some of Mr. Mansfield’s roles 
even his admirers have found serious 
fault—which fact demonstrates more for-

ALABAMA SOLID 
FOR MARK HANNA 


That is the Republican Part 
of the State, So Cook 
Says, 


Columbus, Ga., March 7.—(Special.)—J. 
Carter Cook, of Birmingham, chairman of 
the campaign committee of the repub- 
lican party in Alabama, one of the repub- 
liecan leaders who have received threat- 
ening letters from negroes during the 
week, said today that he apprehended no 
real trouble from that quarter. Mr. 


‘Cook, who is a well-known young lawyer 


in Birmingham, is now spending a few 
days at Columbus, his old home. 

Mr. Cook has not yet geen the threat- 
ening letters addressed to him, but he hag 
received information from Birmingham 
that among the lot of anonymous letters 
received was one for him. He has no ap- 
prehension, he says, that the writer or 
writers will attempt to put into effect 
their threat of assassination. 

“Alabama will be for Mark Hanna in 
the next republican convention,” said Mr. 
Cook today. ‘‘Roosevelt is simply not in 
it in our state. The white republicans 
control ths party absolutely in Alabama. 
The negro has been elimirated almost en- 
tirely, there being only 2,200 colored voters 
In the state. If Mark Hanna is nominat- 
ed for president we think he will get 
60,000 votes in Alabama, and we anticipate 
a close contest between the two parties 
in the state. In the last election the re- 
publican vote was about 25,000. Most of 


the republican vote will come from north 


Alabama. If Hanna is nominated we are 
expecting the votes of mary conservative 
citizens who always vote the democratic 
ticket in local elections.”

Great Demonstration of Franco- 
American Cordiality 


President Francis, of St. Louis Expo- 
sition, Guest at Notable Ban- 
quet in Paris—Flags of 
France and United States 
Were Intertwined. 


a 


Paris, March 7.—A remarkable demon- 
stration of Franco-American cordiality 
occurred at the banquet given at ll o'clock 
this morning in the Hotel Continental] to 
President Francis, of the St. Louls ex- 
position. It was under the presidency of 
Minister of Commerce Trouillot and Was 
attended by 600 of the foremost Officials, 
including a personal representative of 
President Loubet, practically the entire 
ministry and representatives of the sen- 
ate chamber of deputies, judiciary and 
the army and navy. Mr. Francis arrived 
here from Madrid last night, and owing 
to his intention to leave for Berlin at 1 
o’clock the banquet was arranged for an 
unusually early hour. 

The corridors leading to the banquet 
hall were lined on elther side by long 
lines of republican guards in brilliant uni- 
forms, with burnished helmets and flow 
ing red plumes. On the upper ianding 
was stationed the famous band of the 
One hundred and fourth regiment of in- 
fantry, which played the ‘‘Marseillaise”’ 
as the distinguished officials assembled. 
When Genera] Francis appeared he was 
enthusiastically greeted and the band 
played ‘‘The Star Spangled Banner.”’ 

The full capacity of the spacious ban- 
quet hall was taxed by the guests, who 
were seated at twelve long tables, flank- 
ing the table occupied by the guests of 
honor. Seldom had such a notable gath- 
ering of Officials and representative men 
been seen. 

The decorations of the hall were sig- 
niticant of Franco-American fraternity, 
the central piece being a sunburst of tri- 
colors and stars and stripes. On the ar- 
tistic menu card was an engraving typify- 
ing American energy and the card was 
embellished and entwined with the flags 
of France and the United States. After 
an elaborate meal, speeches of welcome 
were made-by M. Ancelot, president of 
the French foreign exposition committee, 
and the minister of commerce. 

M. Ancelot closed his remarks with 
presenting to Mr. Francis a superb min- 
iature painting representative of French 
art. The minister of commerce, in be- 
half of President Loubet and the min- 
istry, presented Mr. Francis with a mag- 
nificent Sevres vase and to Mrs. Francis 
he presented an exquisite fan of ivory, 


lace and silk. 
Mr. Francis made a feeling response, 


saying he recognized this reception was | 
chiefly a tribute to cordiality of French | 
sentiment toward the sister republic. He | 
which ;

If Georgia Railway and Electric Com- 
pany Will Not Reduce Price of 
Arcs to That Figure He 
Will Favor Public 
Ownership. 


Atlanta is to have cheaper lights. 

From expressions that have come from 
Mayor Howell and Councilman J. M. 
Stephens, chairman of the committee on 
electric lights, such a prediction may 


safely be made, 

‘“T am determined to have cheaper elec- 
tric lights,"” Mayor Howell has said. 

“If the Georgia Railway and Electric 
Company does not considerably reduce the 
price of municipal lighting.’’ says Coun- 
cilman Stephens, “I shall favor the erec- 
tion of a municpal lighting station.” 

The contract with the Georgia Railway 
and Blectric Company will expire in 
April. Preparatory to handling the ques- 
tion, council has already authorized the 
committee on electric lights to advertise 
for bids and they will be submitted In a 
short time. 

It is believed that the Georgia Rallway 
and Electric Company wifi be the only 
budder, although the committee is seek- 
ing other bids. 

The present price of municipal lighting 
is $82.50 per are per annum. 

Big Reduction Necessary. 

Councilman Stephens declares he will 
favor a renewal of the contract with the 
Georgia Railway and Electric Company 
for five years if the price of arc lights 
is reduced to $60 per annum. If the price 
is more than that, Councilman Stephens 
will favor the erection of a municipal 
lighting station. He recently visted the 
plant at Nashville, being accompanied by 
City Electrician T. J. Harper, and there 
he saw much to convince him that Atlan- 
ta can successfully operate her private 
lighting station. 

‘i favor waiting to see what the pres- 
ent contractors will do,’’ declared Coun- 
cilman Stephens, yesterday afternoon. 
“If they make the price of lights low 
enough to interest us, I favor giving that 
company the contract, and the term of 
the contract should depend updn the char- 
acter of their bid, 

“As every one knows, the committee on 
electric lights has been authorized to ad- 
vertise for bids for the lighting contract 
of Atlanta. It is my opinion that we will 


|receive only one bid, and that will come 


from the Georgia Railway'and Electric 
The reason for. this is that 
they are the only people who are at pres- 
ent in a position to bid, 

“If their bid is as low as $60 per are 
per annum, I will favor givng them the 
contract for municipal Nghting for five 
years. 

“Tf the bid of the Georgia Railway and 
Electric Company is not considerably 
lower than taeir present figure, which is 
$82.50, I will favor erecting a municipal 
lighting station in Atlanta. 

“That, in brief, is my position on the 
electric lighting question, which I tink 
is one of the most important matters with 
which we will have to deal this year.”

THE WEEK IN WALL STREET. 

New York, March 7.—The money situa- 
tion has forced considerable liquidation 
in the stock market this week and prices 
have made wide declines. The knowledge 
of the financial embarrassment of a 
wholesale commission house was not suf- 


| ficiently definite to prevent credence being ' 


given to a swarm of alarmist rumors 
which got into circulation on Thursday 
and resulted in acute weakness in the 
stock market throughout the day. Wall 
street has rested strongly on the convic- 
tion that its money troubles were pe- 
culiar to itself, and that the commercial 
pesition in the country as a whole Is in- 
disputably sound. The suggestion car- 
ried in Thursday’s rumors that mercantile 
establishment eredits possibly were over- 
extended and likely to have difficulty in 
money matters had a notably disquieting 
effect.

The December showing had been better 
than that for November, and the fact 
that many advances in freight rates had 
bearings, due to increased operating ex- 
penses, would be corrected during Jan- 
vary.

The judicial in- 
junction issued against the labor union 
has come unded interested discussion on 
account of its far reaching scope, and 
the outcome of the legal dispute is await- 
ed with lively interest.

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HOW EXPERTS TEST 
A SHIP'S CARGO 


Thousands of Bags Raw Sugar Ex- 
amined One by One. 


SUBJECTED TO POLARISCOPE 


For Test as to Purity—Grading Sugar 
as It Comes from the Plantation 
Is a Rapid as Well as an 
Interesting Pro- 
cess. 


Bosten, March 7.—The annual product 
of raw sugar is reckoned at approximate- 
ly 8,000,000 tons, more than half of which 
is used in the United States. Of this 
vast amount, practically every pound has 
to be tested before it goes to the sugar 
refiners who eventually prepare it for 
domestic consumption. This test deter- 
mines the grade of the sugar and there- 
fore the price which will be paid for it 
and is conducted in a chemical labora- 
tory. But the curious thing is that the 
Sugar is nat tested by subjecting it to 
chemical agents, but merely by lookins 
at solutions of it through what at first 
Sight appears very like a small telescope 
with an incandescent light at one end. 

It is only of late years that the im- 
portance of these tests has been fully 
realized. And of the technical schools in 
this country, the Massachusetts Institute: 
of Technology here in Boston has perhaps 
the only school labofatory especially de- 
voted to sugar analysis. Indeed, the 
question—which was discussed at the last 
international meeting of sugar experts in 
Paris—ot bringing all such tests, the 
world over, to a uniform 
not yet been worked out to a satisfactory 
conclusion, 

Grading sugar, a3 it comes (from the 
Sugar plantation to any one of the four 
Atlantic ports of entry—Boston, New 
York, Philadelphia, or New UOrleans—is a 
rapid and interesting process. When the 
Sugar is subject to duty the government 
itself grades it and both consignor and 
consignee are usually content to accent 
the verdict of the governmen?’s experts. 
But, since a considerable amount of 


sugar now comes in without any duty at 


all, the parties interested appoint their 
Own experts who work independently on 
either side, but whose tests must agree 
within three-tenths of one per cent before 
they are accepted as final. Except for a 
certain amount of “open kettle” sugar, 
$0 called—the ‘“‘brown’’ sugar of our 
grandmothers—from Porto Rico and Cuba 
and another variety that comes from 
Java, our sugar now arrives in 100. or 
s0U pound bags. Into each bag or hogs- 
head from Porto Rico, or each wicker 
crate from Java, a jong tin tube is pushed 
diagonally from corner to corner. Wher 
this “trier,” as it 1s called is withdrawn. 
its contents thus represent every part

Of light, that is, that 
passed through a peculiarly 
prism of iceland spar and to quote 
the theoretical! explanation, “been re 
duced to the condition of light vibrating 
in a single plane of direction.’ In the 
polariscope, before the sugar solution 
enters into the problem, a single ray or 
pencil of light ‘passes through several 
prisms of different shapes and thicknesses. 
And by the mechanical manipulation of 
the prisms nearest the eyepiece, the ray 
Of light definitely records the changes 
which it undergoes in transmission. 

Now these changes are known and re- 
duced to a scale as are the further changes 
produced by the passage of light through 
a solution of pure sugar. After the in- 
strument has been put in working order, 
a tube of standard length filled with a so- 
lution of the sugar to be tested is intro- 
duced between the prisms. Here it 
causes certain changes in the ray of light 
now passing through it and -the operator 
must immediately change the position of 
the optical parts of the instrument in 
order to restore the original conditions on 
the field of vision. These changes are 
registered on the scale of the polariscope. 
If the sugar, for example, jis only 9 per

stored. If the sugar Is of standard purity, 
the reading will be 100. 

Grading brown sugar, practically all of 
which, nowadays, goes directly to the re- 
fineries, is, of course, only a small frac- 
tion of the work of sugar analysis—a de- 
partment of applied science that plays so 
large a part in modern cOmmerce that 
hundreds of thousands of dollars may 
sometimes depend upon the exact knowl- 
edge of the sugar expert. Many of the 
students in the sugar laboratory of the 
Massachusetts Institute of ‘Technology 
are sent to Cuba, Louisiana, Michigan and 
Other centers of raw sugar production, 
both beet and cane, to study their growth 
and léarn at first hand the series of oper- 
ations by which the sugar houses prepare 
their product for the refineries, 

The samples used in the institute labo- 
ratory are taken-from raw sugar that 
comes to Boston after a portion of the 
original sample has been graded in the 
big Boston refinery. And these teSts are 
carried out as carefully as the actual 
tests upon which the refinery bases Its 
price and usualy agree with the work of 
the professional chemists. Sometimes, too, 
the students are engaged wpon work that 
has a direct bearing upon the legal con- 
troversies of the sugar, glucose and starch 
interests, starch and glucose being among 
the allied industries that are part of the 
studies of the sugar laboratory. Last 
year, for example, every Known commet- 
cial form of starch, which is obtained 
from sugar, was analyzed by students 
working under the head of the laboratory, 
who had himself been retained as an ex- 
pert in a trial involving the right to man- 
ufacture a certain kind of starch. The 
purpose of the analysis was to decide 
whether two kinds of starch then on the 
market were so Similar that one of them 
must have been produced by the use of 
certafn chemical ‘“‘secrets’’ belonging to 
the maker of the other. Meantime an- 
other expert was making a series of in- 
vestigations to prove that the chemist of 
the defendant company could have pro- 
duced the starch in question by an anal- 
ysis of other starches and that the ‘‘se- 
cret’ was therefore no secret at all, since 
it could be found out without suborning 
any of the chemists of the piaintif{ com- 
pany,

And, 
though progress is slow, as it naturally 
must be expected to be in cases of 
changes like this, the crops raised by 
indians who formerly did no work at all 
give evidence of the excellence of the 
scheme, 

Among the products 
carry to market now 
lumber, wheat, oats, 
tables, flux and hay. 

They have made and repaired many 
hundred miles of road, dug hig irrigation 
ditches and treighted many tons of goods 
of ali <inds. 

Among the pensioners who look to the 
secretary’s commissioner of pensions 
for annual pay there still are a few 
Widows and daughters of soldiers who 
fought in the revolutionary war. There 
are only about half a dozen of these, but 
of the survivors and widows of the war 
of 1812 the pension bureau still has more 
than a thousand to pay. There are more 
than four thousand widows and _=  sur- 
Vivors of the Indian wars and more than 
fourteen thousand widows and survivors 
of the Mexican war. 

An interesting part of the work of the 
Secretary of the interior is’ as a map 
maker, .ahe various departments under 
him have produced an enormous number 
of maps. There are maps showing the 
geological formation of the various sec- 
Wons of the country, so that the prospec- 
tor, the miner and the quarry man can 
tell just where to iook for the particular 
minerals he wants. They are making 
maps and tables to show the water sup- 
plies of the United States, gauging the 
streams and even measuring and tabu- 
lating all the artesian wells of the United 
States, 

Almost 600,000 publications were distrib- 
uted last vear by the geological survey 
alone. The entire number of public doc- 
uments produced and distributed by all 
the departments and bureaus under the 
secretary the interior was 3,115,234. 
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THE “BUTTER MAID” 
OF ANCIENT ZERBST 


The ancient town of Zerbst. in Europe, 
is preparing to erect a new column on 
which to set one of its two ‘‘Butter Maid- 
ens.’" The butter maidens are two fig - 
ures that are among the most remarka- 
ble and interesting of the city curiosities 
of Europe. One of the figures is 440 years 
Old and the other is 650 years old. 

From time immemorial the figures have 
been the municipal landmarks. No one 
really knows what they represented orig- 
inally, but an extremely old legend ex- 
plains them this way: 

Many generations ago no one could 
buy butter inside of the town of Zerbst 
because the city tax was so high that the 
peasants refused to enter the gates. (Con- 
Sequently the women of the town had 
to walk many miles to a place outside of 
the city. called the Butter Dam, where

At last a noble countess took pity on 
the women of Zerbst. She appealed to 
the authorities of the town, but they de- 
clined to lower the tax. : 
Finally, finding that all appeals were 
in vain, the countess offered to pay tne 
city authorities a golden dollar for every 
foot of distance by which the butter mar- 
ket was moved nearer the city, 

Her fortune lasted just sufficiently to 
pay at this rate for moving the butter 
market to the spot in front of the town 
hall, where the “Butter Maiden” now 
stands. 

According to this story, the “Butter 
Maiden’’ was placed there as a memoriai 
of the worthy deed. One of the figures js 
shown with a big round pat if bucter in 
her hand. The other holds a great bag 
of money. : 
An ancient tradition provides that 
whenever the wooden column on which 
the figure stands is to be repiaced by a 
new one, the one figure must not be re- 
‘mover until the other one Is put up, so 
that the town shall never be without a 
Maiden.”’ )

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FISHING WITH THE HANDS. 

It is hard to believe that human be- 
ings can become expert enouNh at swim- 
ming and diving to be able to catch 
fish in their watery home; yet it is so. 

The native Hawaiians are the ones who 
do it and it is a common sight in the 
districts that are not densely popuiated 
to see men, women and children engaged 
.in thus catching fish, shrimp and crabs. 

Sometimes they crouch in shallow water 
and feel around the coral and lava bottom 
for the creatures, So skillful have they 
become by praetice that even the swift- 
est fish rarely escape. They can seize a 
crab and jerk him out of his rocky lair 
before he can use his claws. 

The Hawaiians are assited in this mode 
of fishing by the fact that many species 
of Pacific ocean fish hide themselves in 
clefts in the rocks and lie there when 
danger threatens. 

This habit is utilized by the men and 
boys to catch those fish which live in 
deep water. They tie a bag around their 
waists and dive straight down to the 
bottom There they hold fast to a rock 
with one hand to keep themselves on the 
bottom, and with the other they feel and 
grope In the crevices or under the over- 
hanging rock ledges till they get their 
hands around the tish. Then they put 
him into the bag and grope for another 
one until they have to ascend for air. 

A daring kind of fishing is that for the 
octopus. The Hawalian dives to the bot- 
tom and pokes a stick into crevices and 
holes in which the octopus loves to hide. 
When the stick touches one of the uglv 
things it invariably takes hold so tightly 
with its tentceles that it can be dragged 
forth. The moment the fisherman 
thus hauled it out, he lets himself as- 
cend. He goes up so fast that he reaches 
the surface before the angry and stub- 


born devil-fish has made up its mind to} 


let go its hold on the stick. When he 
reaches the surface, the Hawaiian grabs 
the octopus and instantly bites deep into 
its head, thus killing the brute at once. 
Another rather daring form of fishing 
is that for the ula, a species of lobster. 
When the fisherman is ready to go down 
for this creature, he wraps his right hand 
in a long piece of cloth. Then he dives 


and feels around with his bandaged hand | 


until he finds the ula. Frequently he will 
work so fast that he will bring up two 
or three ulas from cne dive. 

Now and then the fisherman finds 1 
puhi in a hole instead of an ula. Then 
the batidage does not save him from be- 
Ing badly bitten, for the puhi is a great 
eel of immense strength and witk 
jaws set with immensely sharp teeth.

In all his performances, 
whether they be acts of buffoonery or 
real feats of skill and strength, it is the 
clown’s business to find some eccentric 
method of doing them. 

He must never use the obvious and 
appafent way of accomplishing anything. 
He must find some unexpected and unique 
path for arriving at his ens, 

A clown never hesitates about making 
use of any outside dcecessory which may 
aid him, even though such help may be 
quite against the rules of the game. He 
climbs the greased pole by means of a 
rope or a ladder; any way will answer 
for him so long as he gets to the top. 

The clown, more often than not, is 
a really powerful man, but when he 
essays to make a show of his strength 
he always goes to such extremes that he 
makes his performance ridiculous. 

He shamelessly uses numerous sorts of 
tackle for lifting his weights, though it 
must be said in his favor that he is al- 
ways careful to make some blunder which 
will let the spectators know how the feat 
is accomplished. 

By using ingenious devices, such, for 
instance, as a black wire against a black 
background, the clown is enabled to per- 
form feats which might daunt Hercules 
himself, and, as I have indicated, he is 
far from depending upon his muscles 
to carry him through. 

Not long ago, at a smal] country circus, 
a clown created quite a sensation by let- 
ting a heavy man stand on his out- 
stretched arm. 

The spectators were 
phenomenal exhibition of strength: but 
in the midst of the applause another 
clown, who was evidently jealous of the 
attention his fellow was attracting, struck 
the strong man over the head with 
an inflated bladder.

The sidewalk is their shop, the curb-

of the barest comforts afforded by a 
“poorly appointed store. They stand or 
walk about the whole day long, while 
earrying on their petty business. 

Yet they are strong, they enjoy life 
@fter their own fashion, and thev lay up 
| treasure in banks of whose stability they 
have the best assurance. 

This steadily increasing army of street 


‘Saleswomen does not include agents of 
@ny sort who make a “house-to-house 


canvass, nor beggars who wear the guise 
of peddlers. It represents only those who 
have placed themselves in open competi- 
tition with the male peddlers who ery 
their wares and the fakirs who offer 
@nything saiable on the street corner, 
* from half frozen fruit to near-gold watch- 
es. 


Among them are numbered the push-- 


Cart women of the Bast Side, the news- 
‘girls, the proprietors of vegetable and 
‘fruit stands, from the Battery to Harlem, 
the clerks connected with the dry goods 
Stores on the upper East Side, the “‘body 
Snatchers” on Davidson street. the wom- 
@n who work cafe and theatre entrances 
with smokers’ supplies, and the Romany 
Women who infest the fashionable shop- 
ping district with so-called ‘‘handmade 
laces.”’ 

As the majority—perhaps 75 per cent— 
,Of these women live on the East Side, it 
‘is worth while to hear the opinion of a 
Ghetto physician who has a large private 
‘Practice, and who is «also connected with 
ne of the leading dispensaries: 

“Never waste your pity on these women 
Who carry their wares on the street. 


They are more healthy than you ever 
G@reamed of being. and infinitely better 


off than the women who shut themselves 
up in stuffy fiats. Their diet is simple, 
and this, with their open air life, seems 
to harden them to all changes of weather. 
in summer it is a rare thing for one of 
them to be overcome by the heat, while 
@ woman who spends her days indoors 


The mercantile instinct is strong with 

them, and if they cannot share the busi- 

ness of father, husband or brother, they 

cooly enter competition with the men of 

cther families." 

How They Take Care of Their Fam- 
ilies. 

The most interesting phase of the life 
of these street saleswomen, mostly of 
Jewish extraction, is their dual mercan- 
tile and domestie ability. “A bachelor 
maid’’ is unknown among them. In truth, 
the mother of the family is most often 
in business, and if it be a daughter or 
unmarried sister, she continues to do her 
share of the household duties, and board- 
ing away from one’s relations is un- 
known. Wives and mothers run _ both 
business and home with remarkable suc- 
cess, 

If the saleswoman looks after a fish 
cart of a bread wagon, shé must be in 
the wholesale markets at an early hour, 
but before departing for the scene of her 
labor she starts the simple breakfast of 
coffee, rolls and perhaps eggs, leaving 


a few yards long, small bundles of lace, 
half dozen pairs of hose, and a dozen 
towels, all different. To sell an entire 
bolt of goods would mark an epoch in 
her trade-history. Should .a customer 
decide to buy a dress pattern, the wo- 
man sends the young hopeful clinging 
to her skirts in search of her husband 
who is at home, perhaps in the flat- 
house before which her cart stands, and 
he drops his tailoring long enough to as- 
Sist in closing the deal. 

- These saleswomen of the streets take 
their business seriously. To the casual 
observer, the shoulder-shrug. which ac- 
companies the “All right,” uttered as a 
customer objects to the price and starts 
away empty handed, might indicate in- 
difference to the loss of a aale. To the 
knowing ones it is evident, however, that 
the proprietor of the ridiculous little 
business has dropped to the last price 
notch and is secretly fretting over the 
departure of the customer. 


Sidewalk Stories. 
When the combined efforts of husband 


the family to complete the preparations. 
In her absence the husband leaves for 
his work, which may be in a tailor shop 
or on the sidewalk gathering up old 
clothes or junk. The children make ready 
for school, and the morning work which 
they cannot do awaits the mother’s re- 
turn during a lull in the morning’s trade. 
Toward noon she trundles her cart home- 
ward, picking up what she needs for lunch 
as she goes. The amount of house work 
She dispatches in that brief noontime 
respite is amazing, and after it is done 
she reappears at her stand for the early 
afternoon trade. The preparation of the 
evening meal is frequently left to the 
children, who early learn the lesson of 
responsibility. 

if the older boys work, their earnings, 
with those of father and mother, go into 
a common fund, but the children are 
usually kept in school until the grammer 
grades at least have been reached. The 
mother may not have so much as a char- 


coal brazier to warm her hands while at 


and wife will permit, they rent a corner 
store further uptown and-stock it gaudi- 
ly. They select a corner Stand, because 
the old out-door instinct is strong within 
them, and what the shelves inside contain 
is nothing compared with the stock dis- 
played on the sidewalk. <A stout awning 
provides protection from the weather, and 
nothing short of a blizzard or a deluge 
will drive them indoors. 


The stock of such store includes every- 
thing in house furnishings and dry goods, 
and piled high on the sidewalk, in what 
is apparently hopeless confusion, are 
ready-to-wear suits, lace curtains, wool 
underwear and stamped oil cloth. And 
out of that confusion the sidewalk clerk 
can instantly select the desired article. 
The women chosen to help the owners 
are rather younger than those who pre- 
Side over the push carts in the real Ghet- 
to. Quite generally they are of the new, 
Americanized generation. They dress their 
hair with great care, always adding a bit 
of decoration in the way of a bow or an 


artificlal flower. They never wear hats, 
no matter how keen the weather. A 
shawl, if the weather is severe, and for 
ordinary wear a knitted fascinator is all 
they require. G 

The Division street “body snatchers” 
are perhaps ihe most notorious of the 
sidewalk saleswomen. In truth, they are 
not saleswomen at all. They simply lead 
the lambs inside the shops to be fleeced, 
but their hours are long. and they never 
know what it is to sit down. They are 
stationed outside the millinery shops 
which line this east side thoroughfare. 

In summer they wear neither wrap nor 
hat, but in winter they don both, the lat- 
ter of a type which presumably will ad- 
vertise the establishment. 
weather their hours are short, as they 
are expected to stamp up and down the 
store only during such time as unwafty 
women are abroad. During the summer 
they work. far into the night. 
A News Girlin a Near-Seal Coat. 

Newswomen are becoming so common 
in New York that they excite no comment, 
but a case on the upper west side has 
aroused some curiosity. During all sorts 
of weather a woman of perhaps 3 years 
presides over a small newstand in what js 
known as the Central park. west district, 
where many Wall street men reside, She 
opens up her stock about 3:30 o’clock in 
the morning and remains. perhaps two 


dazzled, 


During cold} 


hours. Then she disappears, returning to 
duty for an hour or so about 5 o'clock in 
the afternoon. 

Last summer she wore neat shirtwaist 
suits and a trim sailor hat, but when she 
appeared this winter in a stylish pedes- 
trian skirt, a near-seal jacket, a picture 
hat trimmed with plumes and a muff to 
match the coat, her patrons were fairly 
In stormy weather she doffed 
the picture hat for a wide-brimmed [e- 
dora, but the coat she wore through 
fair weather and foul. She is exceedingly 
reserved and even her best customers 
could elicit nothing more than a quiet 
“good morning.”” At last one bethought 
himself to inquire at the newstand on 
the corner below. The proprietor, a 
bright-faced Irishman, replied, with a 
frank laugh: 

- “Sure, that’s me own sister, an’ it’s a 
corner in stands we have hereabouts. M2 
cousin has the one on the corner beyant 
hers, an’ it’s no interference we have 
from any one. Mary—that’s me sister— 
just works while the rush is one, for you 
see the men hereabouts is not early risers, 
bein’ that it’s a fashionabie neighborhood, 
an’ Denny an’ me can look after things 
when trade is light. While Marty gets the 
breakfast for us. we>gets her papers 
ready. Whin her trade drops off, she goes 
back to the flat an’ makes the dinner, 
an’ We all have supper together.

great paper trust we have. Mary wouldn’t 
work ‘cept to keep out the others.” 

It is also in New York’s better resi- 

dential sections that one sees scores of 
women running fruit.. and vegetable 
stands, having leased sidewalk space in 
front of sueccessfu] markets or grocery 
stores. Husband and wife usually man- 
age the stand jointly, but it is the wife 
who does most of the selling. Her hus- 
band buys in the wholesale markets and 
delivers the purchases, Many of these 
women can barely speak English, but 
they know values and are shrewd trad- 
ers. 
They wear nothing ‘on their heads and 
a schawl over the shoulders and this Is 
all sufficient in the way of wraps. Even 
in severe weather, when it is necessary 
to keep the bulk of their stock indoors, 
they never wear gloves, and seem im- 
mune to cold. As a rule, these women 
occupy a few rooms close to their stand, 
and are relieved by their husband or 
children for a sufficient time to hurry 
home and prepare the meals. 

No more proficient fakirs are to be 
found in New York than the women who 
sell laces and shoalder shawls in the 
fashionable shopping streets. These wom- 
en usually work in groups of two or 
three, and cry their wares in a low, 
monotonous voice, which sounds as if 
they were talking among’ themselves. 
They represent the Romany races and 


women, they wear no hats. 
snow -has no terrors for them. They 
simply cover their baskets with oil cloth, 
draw their dull-colored shawls over thelr 
heads and stand in a doorway until the 
worst has passed. Any one watching @ 
group of these women will note that 
competition between them is not keen, 
They have a common object, to fleece 
the unsuspecting with American factory 
goods and to turn the proceeds over to 
the padrone who sends them out. 

Of all the match sellers, ‘‘Matches 
Mary” is perhaps the most picturesque, 
and certainly the most successful, at her 
trade. Not only is she a cajoler of dimes, 
but she is an authority on theatrical at- 
tractions. Where you see ‘Matches 
Mary,’’ 
most brilliant production of the season. 
She wastes no time on theaters featuring 
moderately successful attractions. 


She stands close to the entrance be ©” 


tween the acts and at the close of the 
performance. When she sees a man feel- 
ing in a pocket for a match she steps 
forward with a light and, having accept- 
ed her courtesy, he can hardly refuse to 
buy a box. By moving quickly from 
group to group, she does a_ thriving 
trade. 

‘‘Matches Mary" has a counterpart in 
an elderly woman who haunts certain 
cafes, notably those effected by theatrical 
people. She offers wax matches in fancy 
boxes, and frequently slips by the watch- 
ful doorkeeper and makes the round of 
ithe tables inside. 

To the careless observce. all these 
Street saleswomen look alike by reason 
of their foreign speech, their dun-colored 
garments, their dark, hatless heads, and 
their shuffling gait, but to their cus- 
tomers, on whom they work many clever 
tricks, they present divers curious traits. 
No keener business women are to be 
found in the metropolis, and their bank 
accounts would. make well-dressed, well- 
groomed stenographitrs and _ supercilious 
clerks of indoor shops open their eyes 
in wonder. The street saleswoman is not 
in business for the sake of avoiding 
housework, nor beca¥se “downtown” 
holds a fascination for her. She is there 
because she and her family need the 
money—and she usually gets it.

his third election to the United States 

senate by the republicans of Wiscon- 
gin, was, in the sixties, private secre- 
tary to the late Governor Lucius Fair- 
child.

And the man who 
mizht fall as a retail dealer, would 
probably succeed as a jobber. 

The modern deveiopment of merchan- 
dizing would naturally seem to offer 
greater possibilities for young men in its 
various branches, and we present for the 
benefit of Sunny South readers interviews 
with three of Atlanta's prominent mer- 
chants—Mr. T. L. Stokes, of Davison, 
Paxon & Stokes, the well-known dry 
goods merchants: Mr. Sims Bray, of the 
Anderson Hardware Company, and Mr.

A salesman must have a good 
knowledge of human nature, and know 
the temperaments of his different cus- 
tomers. He must be courteous and yet 
not so excessively polite as to be fa- 
miliar, and he must be a judge of his 
clients’ tastes. It is reasonable to sup- 
pose that a customer will come back 
again to the’ clerk who showed him the 
goods he liked, and did it willingly and 
pleasantly.

direct offspring of that nation of later day, were al- 
most interminably protracted, cruel and devastating. 
Each distinct battle, perhaps, was not marked by 
such formidable numbers of slain and disabled, but 
this very fact operated to prolong the campaign, 
frequently causing them to drag a weary length of 
many decades. 

Then came the discoveries of gunpowder and the 
gun and cannon, crude at first, of course, but 1m- 
measurably superior to cold steel in point of de- 
structiveness and finality of results. Even then, 
wars were protracted and radically crippling to the 
nations which undertook them, and industry and 
commerce and private welfare were clogged and 
stunted while the:betligerent parties settled mooted 
points, not infrequently of a trivial nature. 

Twentieth century warfare is an entirely new sci- 
ence, from the standpoint of weapons used. A re- 
view of the various improvements and advances 
would be intensely interesting reading, but our pur- 
pose in the present article is to merely touch on 
those wrought by the invention of Dr. Gatling. who, 
as we have said, takes precedence as a creator of 
enormously destructive weapons. Beginning with 
an intrinsically insignificant capacity, the rapid- 
firing Gatling has now attained the terrifying de- 
livery of 3,000 bullets per minute, under the im- 
pulse of an electric motor. It has been tersely said 
that it wrought more havor and more sensibly has- 
tened the ending of the recent Spanish-American 
war than any of the larger-bore, higher-pressure 
guns, or even the much-vaunted dynamite gun. 

Literally, it slays its victims by thousands. 
Operated by two men, it pours a solid, steel-capped 
fusilade of death into the ranks of an approaching 
or ambushed enemy, and so operates as to take all 
the backbone and effectiveness out of the combined 
charge of many regiments. In guerrilla warfare, 
where few men can be spared for “hiking” expedi- 
tions, it has demonstrated that it is immensely ef- 
fectual; a direct charge in open ground has been 
made almost an impossibility; on shipboard it has 
been found almost an absolute safeguard against the 
tactic of boarding, and of benéfit in attempted mu- 
tiny. 

Should we not, then, class the inventor of this 
deady engine of obliteration with the benefactors of 
history? Making war more horrible, more bloody, 
more decisive; causing the death and maiming of 
thousands where hitherto hundreds were involved— 
has he not aided in bringing the world powers to 
that eminently sane state of mind, where they long 
meditate the gruesome possibilities before embark- 
ing on conflict with their’ neighbors? We would 
place the benign influence of such mediums next to 
that of education as a scotcher of bloodshed—we 
even doubt if the active and intelligent efforts of the

T has often been said that 

no lasting quality attaches 

itself to poetry having a 

decided rhyme or ‘“‘jingle,’’ 

and that this is usually 

true there is certainly no 

reason to doubt. But that 

there are occasional ex- 
ceptions to this rule those 

who know history must 

readily admit. 

Of course every one 
knows that as a general 
proposition the ordinary 

jingle with its rhyme to every line is 
hardly worth the effort to produce it. Oc- 
casionally, however, one of these appar- 
ently worthless jingles strikes a sym- 
pathetic human strain, and when they 
do their popularity and lasting historic 
quality is equal to that of any poetic 
production. 

When the bugle blows and the battle 
rages and the hearts of men are fired, 
it is easy, too, for the poet to sing a 
song that will set the rank and file on 
fire. But after the battle is over and 
the bivouac of the dead comes—then the 
task of the poet is one requiring genius 
of the highest order. 

Theodore O’Hara, who was born in 
Danville, Ky., was almost a “jingle”’ 
writer, but at a moment when he was 
fired with a spirit of inspiration he 
penned that lasting and mighty death- 
song called ‘‘The Bivouac of the Dead.” 
No one can read the lines without 
quickened breath, and @ silent prayer

O’Hara was a clerk in the treasury de- 
partment at Washington, a:major in the 
Mexican war, editor of The Mobile Reg- 
ister, colonel in the confederate forces 
and a citizen of Georgia after the war. 
He died in 1867, and upon his death the 
Kentucky legislature passed a resolution 
having his remains removed to Frank- 
fort, Ky., where they lie beside the 
soldiers he lauded so in “The Bivouac 
of the Dead.”’

months’ steady occupancy; forget your 
palatial club houses, at least from the 
vernal equinox until the next New Year's 
day has passed; in short, let all the great 
population filling these places, the leisure 
class and approximate leisure class of 
our nation, be turned into the country,

as far from cities as the men of these 
families can afford to be, which is often 
utterly out of reach; then and not till 
then shall we have a genuine co abate 
possessed of land and family estates, and 
combining with wealth and the cultivation 
and the dignity of living which demand 
for their perfection that space in one's 
own domain affording solitude when de- 
sired and the possibility of withdrawal 
from the too exigent companionship of 
one’s fellows. 

The problem is thus laid open and fair, 
and its issue leads again to the matter 
of good and permanent roads throughout 
Our country districts.

load over them, while the menace to life 
or limb of both driver and draught ani- 
mals were very great: but sq well have 
these counties ufiliged the disciplinary 
toil of their convicts in the last three 
or four years that today i is a pleasure 
to driye ovet thé@r good roads, going 
straight through thé hills by’ deep cuts 
and over the ravines by high fills. The 
farmer may now lad his team to tthe 
maximum with perfect safety, and a 
market twenty miles away is no intimi- 
dation to him. 

The county of Fulton in the state of 
Georgia may be taken fairly to represent 
the recent progress made in road-building 
in the gouth, with the utilization of con- 
viet labor in a way that does not com- 
pete with private effort, and yet keeps 
the convicts in robust physical condition, 
at Wholesome occupation, where they can 
somewhat serve the conimonwealth and 
be least burdensome to it. One who ex- 
amines the ‘accompanying photographic 
glimpses of Fulton county roads can 
form a clear idea of the really wonderful 
changes wrought in portions of the south 
within a few years.

Half a dozen years ago there was not 
a 5-mile stretch of really good road in 
this county, for it Hes in a broken and 
hilly region. Today you can take the 
driveways radiating from the capital city 
in every direction and follow any of them 
live, ten, and even fifteen miles beyond 
municipal limits, bowling 
along Over comparatively level chert 
roads, where all heavy grades have been 
cut down and depressions filed, thus ren- 
dering the driving that was lately dan 
gerous, now and exhilarating. Old 
wooden bridges over creeks and rivers 
are being rapidly displaced by modern 
steel trusses. Even the quaint old ferry, 
which once made a trip across the Chat- 
tahoochee picturesque, and so much 
like a journey into another state, es- 
pecially in the time required, has yielded 
place to a mighty steel structure, span- 
ning the river far above its ancient rival, 
but on a level with the filled-in chert 
road leading to it. 

While the cost of constructing Fulton's 
new highways has been immense, it 18 
compensated for in the increased volume 
of taxable values on property touched by 
these roads. Pleasant driveways from 
the handsome country mansions now 
springing up in great numbers from a 
aozgen to twenty miles out of the city, 
connect with the main roads,.or lead to 
little way stations on the local railroads 
and trolley lines that multiply as the 
fine and permanent country highways 
create an increasing demand. for such 
accessories. 

Can a better investment 
funds be suggested than Fulton, and 
other counties pursuing a similar plan, 
have made in the past five years?

MONG the sirns that point 
to the permanence of the 
south’s new prosperity 
must be counted an ex- 
panding and energetic in- 
terest in good country 
roads.

as far from cities the men of these 
families can afford to be, which is often 
utterly out of reach; then and not till 
then shall we have a genuine aristocracy, 
possessed of land and family estates, and 
combining with wealth and the cultivation 
and the dignity of living which demand 
for their perfection that space in one's 
own. domain affording solitude when de- 
sired and the possibility of withdrawal 
from the too exigent companionship of 
one’s fellows.

A very able essayist in The Dial asks 
In the course of his comments on the 
“Recoming of -anthony Trollope,” ‘Is it 
@n unpardonable sin to say of the great- 
est master of fiction that he lacked sure- 
hess of touch in drawing women? Put- 
ting Becky aside, what have we in Ame- 
lia, Helew, Theo Lambert, Charlotte and 
even Laura toward the last: but de- 
Bcendents of Fielding’s Amelia Booth, 
Whose portrait Thackeray so greatly ad- 
Mired—a portrait that showed a convic- 
tion of woman's capacity for immeasur- 
able devotion, but this and a belief of tho 
uttered ynreasonableness and the incon- 
sistence of women would perhaps sum up 
Thackeray's articles of faith regarding the 
sex.”’

Adelina Patti 
never knew the southern negro, yet likes 
nothing better than to hear the tales of 
“I'nele Remus,” and in England he is 
almost as popular as at home. =. 

They like the dialect—the English—even 
that most nideous burlesque on the real 
thing, the ‘‘eoon song,’’ which their mis- 
apprehension permits them to accept 
with all delight. Mrs. Gielow was a reve- 
lation to them. ‘Her plantation songs 
are ag different from the coon ditties as 
champagne is from soda water,’’ as one 
of the London critics put it. And her 
readings were received witna the utmost 
enthusiasm—her “soft southern voice ap-

pealing to the British ear as music in 
itself.’’ 

While on ner recent visit abroad she 
was invited to recite during the corona- 
tion ceremonies at King Edward's dinner 
for the blind, where she received an ova- 
tion, and afterward a letter from the 
queen expressing regret taat the king's 
illness prevented the attendance of their 
majestiés and accompanied by a mug 
from Edward, 

The English as well as the Americans 
give freely of their love and admiration 
for this bright little Alabama woman, 
who sways thousands to alternate laugh- 
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ter and tears, herself a smiling and tear- 
ful and «most bewitching embodiment of 
the life she so fascinatingly portrays— 
just the little girl grown older, who 
played ‘‘dolls’ and ‘“‘ladies,” and dreamed 
and made belleve under the trees of her 
plantation home. The same into whose 
romantic young life love came so early 
and sorrow followed so soon—and talent 
sprung up and grew and blossomed, and 
sheltered her and her two little children 
even as one of the dear old trees that 
had sheltered the little Mream-girl at 
home, 

Of pure soutnern type, leal and loyal, 
her tour of the south last year under a 
lyceum management was one long con- 
quest and ovation. ‘‘Her people,”’ as she 
calls them, met her with open arms. 
Booked for one hundred and twenty re- 
citals she broke down after elght weeks 
of reading every night and traveling 
cvery day—the strain was too much—and 
nervous prostration and months of en- 
forced rest followed, though sae is now 
in quite good form, with engagements for 
New York and Boston this winter. 

One of Mrs. Gielow's Alabama. friends 
was telling the other day of her devotion 
to her ‘‘Mammy,” the inspiration of ‘aer 
skteches, and of her work. ‘‘Mammy” 
can relate many a tale of loving thought- 
fulness and care on the part of her 
“enile,”’ but with it all there lacked yet 
one thing, as developed on one of the 
visits of the ‘‘chile’’ to her old nurse. 

‘“‘Mammy,” she said, ‘‘what can I do 
for you? I want to dg something for you.

“Well, honey, I ’shamed ter tell yer, 
honey,” making pretenSe to hide _ her 
face, ‘‘but I would like some shet up 
blinds.”’ 

And it goes without saying that she 
got them. 

“Old ‘Plantation Days’ is, of course, 
reminiscent, affording the same familiar 
pictures in the same dear, faded settings. 
“Lookin’ Fer Marse Willie’ and “Dat 
Chile’ are rather too much what we 
have become so well accustomed to, but 
“Mammy Tilly’s Visit to the City’ is so 
graphic and true to life it is amusing 
to a high degree, as is “How Sis Mandy 
an’ Her Dog Pinchey Got ’Ligion.”’ And 
the Plantation sermon, “Er White Horsé 
Turnt Loose,”’ is. it is safe to say, about 
the funniest thing to be found in negro 
lore. The feat of ‘John the Revealer,” 
as he “lipt’’ out the pot of burning oil 
and ran off in safety to ‘Pattymos.”’ 
where he encountered his good friend, 
‘John Bunyam,” is side-splitting to tears. 
And by the time ‘‘Brer Perry’ Is ready 
to pass around the hat to ‘‘take up dat 
requirement commonly called de _ collec- 
tium,’’ the audience is prepared to pro- 
claim Mrs. Gielow artist of the first or- 
der. 

There is just one little point where we 
would take issue with the author. It is 
in the spelling of certain words, We 
who have been accustomed to Harris and 
Stanton in Georgia and Page in Virginia 
cannot accept ‘‘axions”’ for ‘‘acshuns,”’ 
“hyard’ for ‘‘heerd,’’ ‘“‘lobely”’ for ‘“lub- 
ly,’’ etc., without a sort of twinge. The 
sound may be the same, but the look is 
not, and one main charm in dialect is 
the look of it. the spell of it. so true to 
the negro enunciation. This, however, 
is only from a_ southern standpoint. 
Other eves and ears who have never 
known familiar association with the 
southern negro will hardly notice the dis- 
crepancy. The true negro characterization 
is there—so true that in reading ‘‘Aunt 
Roxy Ann an’ De Apple Tree” or “Ole 
Blind Hannah” it seems as if it must be 
exact reproduction to the very word, 
That is the charm about these little 
sketches, their faithfulness and truth, and 
their ‘‘funniness.’’ They are irresistibly 
amusing: it is to be doubted whether 
just such another collection can be found 
as genuine; they are Hfe photographs of 
the real thing, or, better still, pictures 
from out your own memory and experi- 
ence. 

The book contains besides the ten char- 
acter sketches as many plantation songs 
and makes an interesting and attractive 
contribution to dialect literature. 

‘‘The Volunteer,’’ which will appear at 
Easter and will be dramatized by Au- 
gustus Thomas, is something of a de- 
parture for this versatile author, though 
not more so than the. goems which are 
not dialect at all, but English pure and 


simple.

The 
new educational institutions that have 
|been planted in these wild regions are 
mainly normal and industrial schools, and 
are attended by those who wish to be- 
come teachers In the district schools. 
Thus the old “‘homespyn”’ schoolmaster is 
undergoing a transformation that will 
undoubtedly have its reflex influence on 
the youthful mountaineers that come to 
him for “‘iarnin’.” 

Amone the oldest of these 
schools is the “institute’’ at Pikeville 
and the ‘“‘colleges’’ at Berea and Har- 
len. ‘Chese are ill philanthropic in de- 
sign, with endowments drawn mainly 
from the Presbyterian church, although 
denominational teaching is not permitted 
‘n any of them. Berea college has had 
an exceptionally successful career, so far, 
that would be of more vital concern to 
those interested in the mountaineer and

language. Now it is a well known fact 
that the highest and noblest thoughts and 
the most helpful and fruitful discrimi- 
nations and comparisons cannot be put 
into language which is comprehended at 
a glance.

In 189 he went 
to Winnipeg as editor of an Icelandic 
paper published there, and died the fol- 
lowing summer. The attention of all in- 
terested in modern Icelandic literature 
is directed to the unselfish effort of these 
Winnipeg Icelanders to honor the memory 
of their brilliant countryman,

It is a novelty 
for an American to find such an item as 
“one pitcher of ice water, 20 cents,’’ on his 
hotel bill. 

Ice costs per pound, and 
‘water is through the streets of 
Panama like kerosene is sold in American 
cities. It is hauled in tanks and sold for 
6 cents for each five-gallon can. During 
the dry season the price is doubled. Prob- 
‘ebly this does not seem expensive, but if 
, you stop to figure up how much it would 
, cost at this rate to supply the average 
American hovsehold, vou wilil soon see 
why it is that the poor here, to whom a 
Gime looks as big as a cart wheel, have 
to ecemomize on this great necessity of 
life. The peddlers procure their supply 
from seep wells and naturai springs at 
the base of a mountain, a short distance 
from Panama. Generally <n excavation is 
made, partiy covered over, and the water 
runs in as fast as it is taken out. I rode 
cut on one of these carts, examined some 
ef the wells, and by so doing became an 
immediate convert to boitled Ihthia for 
the remainder of my siay. Not one of 
ther: was clean. Pieces of plank, old 
shoes and rotten vegetables were floating 
around in them. In one well I saw an 
cl pair of trousers and in another a 
dead parrot. 

Panama is auite a city, just how large it 
is impossible to say, because none of the 
officials have ever taken the trouble to 
have the inhabitants counted; the popu- 
jation is estimated to be about 25,000. 
With the exception of those wiio live in 
two hotels and probably a half dozen 
residences, that have large tanks in which 
rain water is caught and stored, the peo- 
ple depend upon these seep wells and 
Springs, thus making the quality of their 
Supply as hac as the quantity is small. 
A gentleman who has made a study of 
the causes of disease in Panaina told me 
that the clcesets in two-thirds of the 
houses were made without any way ol 
cleaning them, thus foreing the inmates 
to breathe the foul air from these cess- 
pools of filth. I dwell -:pon the poor con- 
Gitions of living in Panama, disagreeabie 
as the subject is, because there will be a 
great influx of Americans to the isthmus 
as soon as it is definiteiy settled that we 
are to put the cana] through, and it is 
well to let all who contemplate coming 
here know what they may expect tu con-

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tend with. Some are arriving in advance 
who are altogetLer ignorant of what they 
are coming to. I met one woman from 
New Orleans who came with the inten- 
tion of opening an eating house, 
said: *“‘This is no place for a white man, 
let alone a white woman. It has cost me 
several hundred dollars of hard-earned 
money to find this out. but I am willing 
to lose it all and quit. I am going back 
to the states on the first steamer.” 

The isthmus talk 
bravely on the subject. Like all other 
self-respecting folks, they have local 
pride. They will te!l you that conditions 
are nothing like what they were former- 
ly, and that now they are not nearly so 
bad as they are represented to be. They 
may be right in the first instance, but 
any one who has been here lately will 
agree that it would be next to impossi- 
ble to do Panama an injustice in fefer- 
ring to its present santtary conditions, 
no matter how unfavorable this mention 
might bé. People can become accus- 
tomed to almost anything, and by long 
famillarity with their surroundings they 
do not seem so bad to residents of the 
isthmus as they do to outsiders who see 
them for the first time. 

The little funeral train which 
back and forth so industriously between 
Colon and Monkey Hill arouses no com- 
ment among the natives, 
but it is likely to cause 
the stranger to go look 
in the glass to see if his 
tongue is coated, and to 
begin to inquire around 
for some information on 
the first symptoms of yellow fever. The 
presence of those feathered gluttong, the 
buzzards, that are always gorging them- 
selves on the rotten things lying around, 
apparently without ever getting their fill, 
receive no notice from the inhabitants, 
but the visitor wavers between disgust 
for the birds for having such repulsive 
appetites and censure for the community 
for furnishing them with the means for 
gratifying the same. <Any place that is 
dirty enough to be a popular hang-out 
for several thousand buzzards can hardlyv 
qualify as a health resort. Our COM g 1) 
in Panama, H. A. Gudger, acted as me 
diator for the two parties during the 
revolution, and he told me that on his 
trips back and forth between their camps 
he saw thousands of buzzards despoiling 
the dead. No burials were attempted at 
all, and these loathsome scavenger birds 
soon cleaned the bones of horses, men 
and everything left in the wake of bat- 
tle. 

The commission recommends that a 
year or more be devoted to cleaning up 
and improving the conditions which pre- 
vail along the route and in the terminals 
of the canal before the actual work of 
construction is commenced. This }s_ a 
very wise plan and until this work is 
dorfe the safe policy for all who have 
any regard for their health is to stay 
away. 

The foreign trade of Panama is 
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small. It buys less in a year thau Cuba 
does in a month. More Buropean goods 
are used than American because our mer- 
chants have made no attempt to 4ontrol 
the market. As fw af Panama is indi- 
vidually concerned they have probably 
made money by leaving her alone, be- 
cause the rule is twelve months credit, 
und experience has shown that these 


| 


long time accounts for small sums are 
worth fooling with. The European 
business men would probably not be so 
keen for trade of this kind if it were 
not in accordance with their policy to 
cultivate the whot Central and South 
American field, with the expectation of 
evening up on general results. The duty 
on all merchandise coming into Panama 
is 30 per cent of its value, and this makes 
imported e€ibles so. costly that the 
poor native is forced to subsist on things 
which grow wild at home. Our leaders 
in these hot countries are foodstuffs, and 
when our trade is blocked on them the 
totais always show that we have come 
out of the little end of the horn. The 
right of importing tobacco and cigar- 
ettes has been sold to the highest bidder 
for six years. The duty on liquor is so 
changeable the inference has been made 
that the assessment on goods of this 
character depends on how badly the goy- 
ernment needs money when an assign- 
ment comes into port. Disposing of ex- 
clusive rights seems to be a popular 
way of raising money on the isthmus 
for even the gambling privilege has boon 
sold in this manner. If the strip con- 
ceded to the United States includes the 
city of Panama, the owner of this and 
some other concessions may soon find 
them vaiueless. 

Many are loo®ing to the isthmus as 
field for profitable investment. "here is 
plenty of room fon development if ohn 
judges by what has not been done. [t 
would be hard to find a similar area of 
country right on the edge of the beaten 
track of the world's travel, where more 
industries have not taken root. The most 
important business is the banana trade, 
and this is confined to the districts bor- 
dering on the streams. On account of 
there being no roads in the country the 
rivers are used for highweys. Natives 
tring jown cargoes of bananas in canocs. 
loading them until the frail crafts are 
sunis down a'most to the water’s edge, 
but they handle them so skilfully that 
they seldom meet with accident and de- 
liver their freight in good shape. They 
get 20 cents for a large bunch and 10 
cents for a smal] one. The difference be- 
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tween this price and what bananas sell 
tor at your gtTrocery or fruit store shows 
that some one. makes a hig profit on this 
popular fruit. There are fourteen steam- 
that cerry bananas from Panama to 
American pcrts, about two-thirds of the 
business passing through Mobile and New

Rica one Venezuela 
other. It is estimated. that fully 
its territory is uninhabited, one 
being the swampy condition of a great 
portion of its and the other the in- 
accessibility of much of it on account of 
lack of roads. About one-third of the 
population lives along the canal route and 
in the two terminals. One of the best 
chances for small investors on the isth- 
mus is said to be truck gardening and 
poultry raising. The army of 1f»orers 
that will be employed for several years in 
the construction of the great ditch will 
consume large quantities of supplies of 
this kind, and after the work is com- 
pleted the numerous ships that will pass 
throurh will afford a steady market for 
this sort of provender. The Chinese do 
most of the gardening at present, and 
they do it well, but they are not up on 
the science of producing poultry us it 
is practiced in America. A good hote! 
conducted on the American plan would 
prove a profitabie investment in Panama. 
in Colon there is no hotel at all except 
tne eating house maintained by the rall- 
road. The accommodations here are the 
best on the isthmus, but they are very 
limited. During the period when the 
French company was at the height of its 
Operations large sums of money were 
earned by physicians of good standing. 
Many among the better @iasses of people 
were So afraid of fever that they wanted 
& good physician by them constantly it 
they haa the slightest symptom. In many 
instances the imagination of these fear- 
ful made fat feas the doctors, 
while at the same time the quacks found 
a profitable field among the igaorant low- 
er Ciisses, 

[t will require general and extensive 
improvement to make Panama a modern 
city. A system of water works will have 
to be constructed; the sireets must be 
paved; the eiectric plant is a home-made 
attair that noi. work regulariy and 
rencers poor service when it is at its best: 
the street “ure crude and poorly 
patronized; there is no telephone system 
except a private line operated by the 
railroad company. All this offers variety 
enough to allow a choice for improvement 
companies, contractors and skilled ar- 
tisars. 
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remarked to me that if it were 
for the <Amefican people to 
journey across the istnmus of Panama in 
a great personally conducted party, and 
see for themselves things as they are, and 
be brought to a realization of what this 
iong-talket-cf canal really means to them, 
and tv tha rest of the world, how en- 
thusiasticaily they would unite in its sup- 
port, sweeping aside all opposition, bruok- 
ing no celay, until the mighty task was 
Gone and Yankee genius nad scored its 
greatest triumpn. 


The Time for Painting. 

There are suitable seasons for painting, 
as well as for planting and for harvest- 
ing. The first esserfial requisite, after 
the selection of a Suitable paint, is that 
the weather shall not destroy or impair 
the paint before it is ready to resist. 
Probably the best rule ever made to cover 
the matter of house painting is that 
directs us to “Paint only in dry 
weather on dry surfaces and allow plenty 
of time for drying between coats.” 

Much painting is done in the early 
spring, and unfortunately, most of it is 
done too early, before the surfaces have 
had time to dry and before the weather 
becomes settled. Paint that is applied 
over moisture, no matter what its com- 
position or quality, will come to grief, 
end the same is true only to a less extent 
of paint which is applied during the reign 
of ‘‘general humidity.” 

For some reasons the spring, after the 
weather has become settled and the dry 
winds has accomplished their work, is 
the best season of all for painting. Chief 
of these reasons is the fact that the win- 
ter months are hardest on paint, and the 
latter better withstands cold and snow 
after it has had a few months of ‘sea. 
soning.’ But it is far better to put the 
job off until the fall, unless the proper 
conditions as to moisture can be awaltea. 

The force of this observation applies 
particularly to paints based on zinc white 
(which include al high grade ready- 
mixed paints). Such paints, when prop- 
erly used, outshine and outwear any other 
kind, but moisture is their deadly foe; 
therefore if they crack ar peel after appli- 
cation it is a sure sign that not the paint, 
but the man who applies it is to blame. 

Probably half the dissatisfaction and 
trouble with paints comes from this cause, 
therefore if you have not time now en 
wait for dry weather, put off your paint- 
ing until the fall, when dry weather 1s 
more eustomary and you have more leis- 
ure.

The people of the towns dress 
about the same as we do, but in the back 
districts are girls with lace caps and 
helmets of gold, sliver and brass, and alsvu 
corkscrew go'd horns sticking Out On eaci: 
side of the eyes. The women working In 
the fields wear black hats and wide linen 
skirts, and it is not uncommon to find a 
young man with a thick mop of hair cut 
straight off at the neck, a richly em- 
pbroidered shirt, a roundabout with enor- 
mous silver buttons and trousers of vei- 
veteen which look like eaormous bags 
tied in at the knee, 

The Dutch are plain and simple in their 
ways. They are sober-looking, but they 
can laugh upon occasions, and many of 
them are hospitable. 

More than half of the farmers of Hol- 
land own the lands which they farm, but 
the holdings are comparatively smail. 
There are mot in the whole country 200 
farmge each containing more than 250 
acres, and 80,000 of the farms have each 
less than 15 acres. Indeed, a large part 
of Holland is tracts of heath or of swamp 
and water, which are good for nothing. 
There are 2,500,000 acres in pasture, and 
more than 600,000 acres in forests, so that 
the land actually cultivated does not coin- 
prise more than one-third of the country. 

The people are more devoted to stock 
farming and dairying than to tilling the 
coil. The country raises excellent grags, 
and there are now here something iike i,- 
500.000 eattle, chiefly Holsteins. There are 
1,250,000 hogs, more than 000,000 horser and 
750,000 sheep. 

Some of the chief dairy regions are in 
the north. and at Alkmar is a famous 
cheese market, to which the people from 
seventy or eighty villages bring in their 
cheese for sale.

The cows are fed in the fields, 
and the milking is dong in the pasture, 
the farmers claimMmg that the animals 
should net be worried by being driven 
into the stable. On large farms the milk 
is collected by Wagons, and on the small 
the milkmaids often bring it in 
themselves, using a yoke which fits over 
the shoulders, with a bucket hung to each 
1 end. 

In France I found the cattle tied to 
Stakes to keep them from destroying the 
next the pastures. Here in Hol- 
land nothing is tethered or watched 
There are but few fences, but little ca- 
nals 2 or 3 feet wide take their places. 
The gate to a field Is often a draw- 
bridge, which is let down when the ani- 
mals pass in or out, but at other times 
remains up. Other bridges have gates 
built upon them, and it hooks funny to 
see such gates standing here and there 
alone in the fields, 

The farmers are everywhere thrifty. 
Nothing goes to waste. The haystacks 
are roofed with boards or thatched jn 
such a way that the Match ean be low- 
ered as the hay is fed out. All wood- 
work is painted, and rot and rust are 
not to be seen. Indeed, the only things 
that show signs of decay ‘here are the 
wind mills, some which are hundreds 
of years old. in some cases these have 
been replaced by steam or ofl engines, 
but they still do a great deal of pumping 
and grinding. You see them everywhere 
upon the Dutch landscape; some are 
huge affairs with arms 30 or more feet 
and great stone or brick towers 
high above the rest the land- 

Many furnish the power for grist 
mills. Some saw lumber and others 
grind flour food for the stock. It takes 
only two men for a large mill, so that 
the expense of running is slight. I am 
told that a large mill costs one or two 
thousand dollars, and that the smaller 
ones much more expensive than the 
steel structures Of a similar *kind in 
America. 

The Dutch make money out of garden- 
ing, and especially flower gardening. 
They raise vegetables and fruits for 
England, but their 
peaches and pears lack 
flavor, though they are 
full of juice. They taste 
to me muecn lke the 
fruits of Japan, which 
has about the same cli- 
mate 

There are parts of Holland, however, 
which are just right for flowers. Take 
the region about Haarlem, where more 
bulbs are raised than at any place in 
p»the world. The soll there is a mixture 
Of sand and joam ju: ; 
of a ity ow yee — ee. pans 
s, ya and gladioinses. 
There are syndicates and individuals at 
Haarlem who do a big business in bulb 
raising. They have patches of tulips. 
hyacinths and other bulbs acres in extent. 
the hyacinths load the air with their 
perfume and the fields are of such colors 
that in passing through on the railroad 
at certain times Of the year, you seem 
to be traveling Over a crazy quilt more 
gorgeous than any ever put together in 
reality. 

There are in all about 2,000 different 
kinds of tulips raised here; 2.000 varieties 
of gladioluses and 1,700 hyacinths. The 
bulbs are planted in trenches, with the 
large plants in the center and the small 
ones at the side. The varieties are kept 
separate, each row being labeled with 
its own name. 

The most of the bulbs exported by Hol- 
land are. faised near Haarlem, and this 
means an amount equal to about $5,000,- 
~00 annually, muc.t of which comes from 
the United States 
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It was at Haarlem that the best tulips 


were raised during the great craze, when 
such bulbs brought their weight in gold. 
That was abdut the only time that the 
Dutch lost thelr heads and went wild 
over speculation. They speculate still, 
but most of their enterprises are on an 
investment basis. During the tulip craze, 
along about when Boston was started, 
one Haarlem tulip bulb brought $1,500, 
with a team of gray horses and a car- 
riage thrown in, and an Amsterdam bulb 
was sold for twelve acres of land. Both 
of these bulbs were of the variety known 
as the Semper Augustus, of which there 
were then only two in existence. At 
the same time other varieties brought 
eaormous sums. Tulip buying was a 
regular business and men grew rich and 
poor from the trade. Some Dutch morr- 
gaged their houses to b'iy tulips, and the 
loss of a peck of bulbs caused man's 
ruin. 

The Dutch tulips now sell for ordinary 

prices, but they are still handled on bus- 
ness principles, and both cultivation and 
marketing have been reduced to a 
science. The bulbs are set out in Sep- 
tember and October. They are carefully 
cultivated by skilled workmen, muny of 
the farms employing hundreds of hards. 
They are packed for the market just 
so and are shipped to seed ard thower 
dealers all over the world. 
I doubt if the ordinary Dutch farmer 
makes money. Take the 80,000 who have 
less than fifteen acres. They cennot at 
best produce more than a living. Indeed. 
some of these are selling their farms and 
renting others. Lands are high and rents 
are calculated at’'about 8 per cent of the 
land values. 

Wages are very loa. A good farm 
hand can be hired for from-30 to 40 cents 
a day, and a common price Is $60 a year, 
with a suit of clothes and a pair of boots 
thrown in. Many of the farm hands now 
go off to Belgium and France at harvest 
time, so that labor is scarce. There is 
also an exodus from the country to the 
cities and the factories, where the wages 
are higher. 

Even in the cities the wages paid seem 
ridiculous in comparison with those of 
the United States. the government 
usually pays as much as any one. Here 
Are some figures recently published as tu 
what men received who worked on state 
contracts: Common workmen got 'd cents 
an hour, carpenters 64% cents and masons 
and bricklayers 7 cents. Blacksmiths re- 
ceived 7 cents an hour and_e turners, 
planers and fitters and iron workers $8 
cents. The wages in the factories are no 
better, and the hours of work range 
all the way from nine to thirteen per 
day. On the farms both men and women 
work, and the women, as a rule, do as 
much as the men. 

In the factories there are also women 
and children. Children are allowed in the 
factories at the age of 12. The little ones 
go to their labors at 6 o'clock, starting 
work on nothing but a cup of hot coffee 
or perhaps a piece of rye bread, and com- 
ing home to breakfast at & They go 
back an hour later, and lay off for din- 
ner from ]2 to 1, when ..ey return to 
complete the day. The-wages paid chil- 
dren are but a few cents a day, and boys 
start into a trade as low as 20 cents a 
week. There are fixed rules as to appren- 
tices, some shops refusing to take them 
because there are no laws by which they 
“an hold them after they have learned 
enough to be of value. 

Of late, however, technical schools have 
been established, and the children will 
have a better chance to learn trades 
than in the past,

tum,” the Romans called it, tasted 
just as delicious to them under that name 
as the strawberry does to us. Under- 
stand, however, that we are now talking 
about the original, the ancient, not the 
modern berry. This last, as we have seen, 
is quite another thing, and would scarcely 
acknowledge kinship with the attenuated, 
old-time berry. Poor relations are not 
generally popular. 

Even ag far back as the time of ancient 
Rome this noble red berry was known and 
admired. Modest and retiring as its pro- 
portions then were, and, moderately 
speaking, insignificant, the Romans 
brought it to Italy from Mount Ida, in 
Greece, rejoicing in their prize. This 

fas at least one good thing that resulted 
their love of roving in other peo- 
ple’s gardens, and so clearly did they 
recognize this fact that we frequently 
find the virtues of the ‘‘arbutum”’ praised 
and sung by the ancient Roman poets. 

Thus has it ever been from the earliest 
ages all down the path of the centuries 
and all the world over wherever the 
strawberry has been imported or where It 
has been reclaimed from the wild state. 
For know that this ‘‘queen of berries’’ is 
somewhat of a cosmopolitan. It is in- 
digenous to many countries, being widely 
diffused all over the world, but especially 
so in Europe and America. Only one spe- 
cles, the wood strawberry, is native to 
Great Britain. The Hautbois, Carolina, 
Pine and Chile strawberries are all na- 
tives of America, and from these Ameri- 
can berries have been evolved the numer- 
ous yarieties of noble berries of the mod- 
ern garden. 

Then there is the Alpine berry, indigen- 
ous to Switzerland and Germany, which 
differs considerably from all other kinds, 
in its taller stems and more erect man- 
ner of growth. Its fruit is sometimes 
white, sometimes red, and not very large, 
but produced tn great abundattce. Un- 
like others of its family, it parts from its 
calyx at the slightest touch. Its fruiting 
season also is unlike that of others, last- 
ing from June until frost, often until af- 
ter Christmas. 

The Indian strawberry is a native of the 
Himalya, and more hardy than any 
other strawberry, requiring only a slight 
protection from severe frosts, Its blos- 
soms are yellow instead of the usua! 
white, and grow upon single stalks, 
which spring from the axils of the leaves 
upon the runners. The fruit is really 
beautiful, not ‘hanging its head like 
others of its kindred, put growing with 
its apex point upward, it produces ber- 
ries in abundance, but “handsome is that 
handsome does,’” and this Indian berry 
does not by any means taste as well as 
ir promises, judging from its looks. 

FIRST BERRIES EXPENSIVE. 

The first strawberry cultivated in Eng- 
land was naturally the indigenous wood- 
strawberry, and cultivation improved 
upon its pristime qualities, it came to 
be rewarded as 4a great luxury. In the 
time of Henry VI it was sold in the Lon- 
don markets, but it was only within reach 
of the deepest purses. John _ Lidgate, a 
poet who died in 1483, wrote a pgem cal 
ed “London Lyckpenny,” in which oc- 
curs these lines: 
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“Then unto Londen I dyde me hye; 
Of all the land it bearyth the pryse, 
‘Gode pescode,’ one began to cry, 
Strabery rype and cherrys in the ryse.’’ 


This famous berry is mentioned, too, by 
Hollinshed, and Shakespeare has immor- 
talized the fact that Gloucester, while 
contemplating the death of Hastings, ask- 
ed the bishop of Ely for some strawbder- 
ries in these words: 


“My Lord of Ely, when I was last in 


Holborn ° 
I saw good strawberries in your garden 


there. 
I do beseech you, send for some of them. 


A trivial incident, perhaps, but from it 
may be gathered the fact that the “queen 
of berries’’ was then so rare that even 
the garden of a royal duke could not 
poast its possession, which was reserved 
for the more luxurious churchman. 
But it was not in the nature of things 
that a berry so universally popular could 


Palways be held su high as to be within 


the reach only of the wealthy, and 
thus it long ago came to pass that the 
strawberry found its way into the quiet 
homes of the middle classes in England. 
It is not now, however, and never can 
be, as plentiful and cheap as among us 
of America, where it finds a more conge- 
nial home and climate, and hence can be 
raised at much less expense than in the 
colder and less sunny soil of the British 
isles. 

But whether high or low in price, the 
strawberry is ever in demand, If not ac- 
tually the most pcpular fruit that grows, 
it certainly can claim to be the most 
popular berry. It is easy to sympathize, 
nay, almost to envy that famed devotee 
who every year followed the strawberry 
step by step, aN the way from Florida 
to the most northern point of cultivation 
in Canada, feasting on his much-loved 
berry all along the route, and thus pro- 
longing his enjoyment of their brief lo- 
cal season, 

Right here, in those last few words, is 
the one weak point of our queen, her 
reign is so short. Cannot some of our 


horticultural experts help her to reign 


longer? It would surely seem a lesser 
feat than has been already accomplish- 
ed. There is the Alpine berry. As we 
have noted, its season lasts nearly, and 
often quite, six months. Could not some 
of our enterprising nurserymen, our 
strawberry specialists, take this berry 
as a starting point and experiment in 
hybridizing it with some of the improved, 
fine-flayored varieties until they secure 
a large, choice berry whose season shall 
equal that of the Alpine side of its 
ancestry? More difficult horticultureal 
achievements are constantly being record.- 
ed. What a blessing would that happy 
man who should succeed in this new crea- 
tion call down upon his head from the 
world of strawberry devotees; what a 
fortune they would pour into his pockets! 
We have unlimited faith in the resources 
of science and the ingenuity of man, and 
we believe that some day in the near 
future this desideratum will be attained, 
and then the strawberry season will no 
longer be limited to seven or eight weeks 
as now. 

Years and years ago a famous old Eng- 
lish divine felt moved, out of the depth

lingering on his palate, to exclaim: 

“Doubtless God could have made @ bet- 
ter berry than the strawberry, but dowbt- 
less God never did!”’ 

It was an impulsive, urnpreméditated ex- 
clamation, but it went home to the hearts 
of so many that it has passed into history 
and made its author, good Dr. Boteler, | 
immortal wherever the strawberry is! 
known. 

It is by no means an urcommon thing 
to find persons who express a @islike to! 
one or other of our fruits. Some will not 
eat a neach, others turn their backs upon 
applies, canteloupes, watermeions, but it is 
a Very rare thing to meet one who dislikes 
strawberries. One such the writer knew, 
to whom its taste, fragrance, even sight, 
were unpleasant. One other also, a lady, 
whom the strawberry disliked. It was a 
frequent occurrence to find her with @ 
cish ot tempting berries on one side and 
a tumbler of water highly seasoned with 
Jamaica ginger on the other. That was 
the method she had invented of “getting 
even’ with the former for its disiike to 
her, and, strange to say, it answered the 
purpuse. She enjoyed her favorite berry 
and it no longer produced nausea, as hat 
always been the case before the advent 
cf her briliiant invention of a strawberry- 
ginger sandwich. 

But to go back to that suggestion of a 
fine, large berry that shali truit for as 
knz a period es the Alpine berry, for if 
Cne sp2cies can do it, why noth another? 
Alrcadyv we have advanced as far as this, « 
that we have our early and our late 
cterrics, so that, while .he abundant fruit- 
ing period of any one variety is necessar- 
ily short, the length of the general straw- 
terry season is greatly prolonged over 
what it Was & few years ago. 

Our horticulturalists are on the right 
track, so let them persevere until straw- 
berries can be picked every day of the 
Summer season, and late in the fall, un- 
til the plants are kissed by Jack Frost. 
In. Florida and in south Georgia this 
berry commences to bear in January and 
lebruary. acco:ding to the season and lo- 
cation, and while there is, as in the north, 
one speciai time of abundance yet the 
berries can usually be picked here and 
there until June or July by those who 
have been wise enough to plant both 
early and late varieties. 

Now, here is a bearing period extending 
through five or six months, and in time 
Georgie and Florida, the far-south sisters, 
expctct to do better than this. Why can 
not the north do as well, commencing, 
as it must in the open garden at least, at 
a later time, but also ccntinuing! to a 
later date, say, August or September, by 
following up the advance already made 
upon the “‘zcod old times?” 

PROLONGING THE REIGN. 

Our scientific nurserymen have done 
much toward prolonging the reign of our 
“Queen of Berries,"’ who surely have as 
much right to the title as has the rose 
to that of “Queen of the Flowers.” But 
have they not failed in another re- 
spect? For years past our cultivators 
nave devoted their attention too exclusive- 
ly to increasing the size of the straw- 
berry, and have neglected to look out at 
the same time for its sweetness and 
flavor. The result is that our markets 
exhibit too much fruit that is tempting 
to the eye, but sour and insipid to the 
palate, utterly lacking ir the old-time 
sweet flavur and delicous flavor of the 
smaller strawberry of our earlier days. 
These points we would respectrully urge 
upon our experts as well worthy of their 
best efforts. Prolongation of the fruit- 
ing period of individual varieties, and the 
restoration of the delicate aroma of the 
earlier berries, even at the cost of size, 
if need be. Let those who have the 
knowledge and skill engage in a course of 
study and exjeriment with these two ob- 
jects in view, especialy the latter, enter- 
ing upon the work in the loving and de- 
vout spirit of that beautiful passage in 
the Litany of the Episcopal service: 

“Give and preserve to our use the kind- 
ly frujtq of the earth, so that in due 
time we may enjoy them.” ,

The 
whole thing is reduced to a system; the 
detail and the enormous variety of the 
stock demand it. 

“Salaries are no larger and no smaller 
now than they ever were, for the prowvits 
are still about the same. Ten years ago 
the profits in themselves were larger, but 
the volume of business was smaller. 
Now the order is reversed; the margins 
are less and trade is much greater, So 
the results are really about the same. 

MORE CAPITAL REQUIRED. 

“It will take more capital now, how- 
ever, to go into business than formerly. 
Competition is greater, and it takes 
longer to become established and known. 
it would be better for a man te connect 
himself with some firm already in busi- 
ness. 

“Onee established, however, there is 
nothing to stand in the way of the job- 
ber, provided, as I said, that he hustles 
and sticks close to business. I think, if 
anything, that the future is brighter for 
dry goods.”’

The fascinating youth, Tito, in Willlam 
Henry Carson's forthcoming novel of that 
name, is induced to vow revenge, the 
vengeance of the Italian vendetta, for the 
supposed desertion of his rich American 
father. The incident of his oath, his 
dashing on the floor of the crucifix which 
his aunt has given him to swear by, say- 
ing, “I swear not by that. What has it 
done for me? Has it given me a father? 
No! Who am I1?'’~is likely,. at first 
thought, to be criticised by Catholics, but 
it will be found that as the story devel- 
ops his aunt has educated him never to 
receive the sacrament until, with his 
father’s life, he had wiped out his dis- 
grace. “If he had been reared to love 
the church and fear God this incident of 
breaking the crucifix would not have oc- 
curred. It was, however, the natural out- 
come of early life and home influ- 
ences,”’ comments a priest whose opinions 
were asked as to whether this incident 
might give offense to those of his faith.
